I.  IT  IS  THE  HOLY  SPIRIT  IN  HIS  SANCTIFYING 
FULLNESS.  Acts  2:4;  Exod.  29:43;  40:34. 

(1)  The  word  “Baptism”  means  cleansing. 

(2)  Baptism  signifies  cleansing.  Num.  8:7;  Ezek.  36:

THE  PENTECOSTAL  BAPTISM,  OR  GIFT  OF  THE 
HOLY  SPIRIT 

Matt.  3:11;  Acts  1:5 
SERMON  I 

BIBLE  LESSON:  Acts  2. 

“And  when  the  day  of  Pentecost  was  fully  come,  they 
were  all  with  one  accord  in  one  place.”  That  is  essential 
for  a general  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Ghost  on  the  church. 
They  must  be  together,  with  one  accord.  There  must  be 
no  division.  The  Holy  Ghost  is  the  blessed  Spirit  of 
unity,  and  where  He  has  complete  right  of  way  in  any 
church  there  is  unity  there.  Praise  God!  And  He  loves 
unity.  Where  there  is  heart  unity  and  earnest  prayer  He 
manifests  Himself. 

“And  suddenly  there  came  a sound  from  heaven  as  of 
a rushing  mighty  wind,  and  it  filled  all  the  house  where 
they  were  sitting.  And  there  appeared  unto  them  cloven 
tongues  like  as  of  fire,  and  it  sat  upon  each  of  them.  And 
they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  began  to 
speak  with  other  tongues,  as  the  Spirit  gave  them  utter- 
ance. And  there  were  dwelling  at  Jerusalem  Jews,  devout 
men,  out  of  every  nation  under  heaven.  Now  when  this 
was  noised  abroad  the  multitude  came  together.” 

The  American  Revised  Version  makes  a change  here — 
“And  when  this  sound  was  heard  the  multitude  came  to- 
gether.” They  must  have  made  quite  a noise  in  that  upper 
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room — “when  this  sound  was  heard.”  As  it  rolled  out 
over  the  city  and  people  heard  it  right  and  left  there  was 
naturally  a coming  together. 

“Now  when  this  sound  was  heard  the  multitude  came 
together  and  were  confounded  because  that  every  man 
heard  them  speaking  in  his  own  language.  And  they  were 
all  amazed  and  marvelled,  saying  one  to  another,  Behold, 
are  not  all  these  which  speak  Galileans?  And  how  hear 
we  every  man  in  our  own  tongue  wherein  we  were  born?” 
etc. 

We  will  now  begin  our  series  of  sermons  on  the  Pente- 
costal Baptism,  or  Gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  (Matt.  3:11, 
Acts  1 :5.) 

John  the  Baptist  said,  “I  indeed  baptize  you  with  water 
unto  repentance:  but  he  that  cometh  after  me  is  mightier 
than  I,  whose  shoes  I am  not  worthy  to  bear:  he  shall 
baptize  you  with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  with  fire.” — Matt. 
3:11. 

Then  Jesus,  being  assembled  together  with  them  (after 
the  resurrection),  said  to  them,  “John  truly  baptized  with 
water;  but  ye  shall  be  baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost  not 
many  days  hence.” — Acts  1 :5. 

In  these  two  Scriptures  the  Pentecostal  gift  of  the  Spirit 
is  termed  “baptism  with  the  Spirit”,  but  it  is  also  termed 
(and  more  frequently  than  baptism)  the  “gift  of  the  Spirit”. 
Peter,  under  Divine  inspiration,  calls  it  the  “gift  of  the 
Spirit”  more  than  once,  so  the  two  terms  apply  to  the 
same  Pentecostal  experience  of  the  Spirit.  We  add  the 
word  “Pentecostal”  because  the  baptism  with  the  Spirit 
was  first  given  at  Pentecost,  so  that  is  why  we  call  it  the 
“Pentecostal  Baptism  with  the  Spirit”.  We  call  it  the 
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“Pentecostal  Gift  of  the  Spirit”  because  this  gift  of  the 
blessed  Holy  Spirit  in  His  sanctifying  and  enduing  full- 
ness, and  as  the  abiding  Comforter,  was  first  given  at 
Pentecost.  That  is  the  only  reason  why  we  use  the  term 
“Pentecostal”. 

Now,  friends,  the  question  here  is,  What  is  this  baptism 
with  the  Spirit,  or  Pentecostal  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit? 
What  is  it? 

We  have  many  books  written  on  the  subject — I think 
we  have  carloads  of  books  on  the  subject,  shiploads,  for 
that  matter — and  it  is  only  recently,  so  to  speak,  that  we 
have  had  so  much  said  about  it.  For  many  years  the  sub- 
ject was  not  developed;  it  lay  dormant,  as  it  were,  but 

now  for  some  years  past  it  has  been  resurrected  and  it  is 

marvelous  the  amount  of  preaching  and  writing  we  have 
today  on  the  subject.  I repeat  it,  carloads  of  books.  I 
have  read  the  best  of  them,  and  I have  gotten  a great  deal 
of  good  out  of  them;  but,  beloved,  I never  could  get  at 
the  real  Bible  truth  until  I dropped  the  writings  of  man 
and  took  up  the  Word  of  God  and,  leaning  on  the  Holy 
Ghost  as  my  teacher,  began  to  study  the  subject  as  set 
forth  by  the  Holy  Ghost  in  the  Word  of  God,  and  then  I 

began  to  get  real  light  and  to  get  somewhere,  and  I have 

been  studying  it  for  many,  many  years.  I have  been 
preaching  now  almost  fifty  years  and  have  been  studying 
the  subject  more  or  less  all  along  since  I began  to  preach. 

Now,  we  want  to  know  what  it  is.  I have  outlined  here 
on  the  chart  what  it  is.  You  have  my  sermon  outlined  on 
the  chart  and  you  can  follow  me  much  better  with  the 
chart  before  you. 
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THE  PENTECOSTAL  BAPTISM, 
WHAT  IS  IT? 


I.  It  Is  thf  Hoty  Spirit  In  His  Sanctifying  Fuu,- 

NFSS. 

I want  to  tell  you  that  here  is  where  the  battle  is  on, 
right  here  at  the  point  of  cleansing.  All  of  our  Calvin- 
istic  writers,  preachers  and  theologians,  from  Calvin  down 
to  the  present  day,  most  emphatically  deny  cleansing  at 
Pentecost.  With  them  it  is  simply  power,  power,  endue- 
ment  of  power,  that  is  all.  I’ve  read  their  writings,  the 
best  of  them.  One  of  their  best  writers  on  the  subject, 
in  his  book  entitled  “Baptism  with  the  Spirit”,  fights 
cleansing  “tooth  and  nail”  all  through  his  book,  and  he  says 
you  cannot  find  a single  text  between  the  lids  of  the  Bible 
that  teaches  cleansing  by  the  baptism  with  the  Spirit.  I 
was  wondering  what  he  read  for  his  Bible.  He  must  have 
got  hold  of  the  almanac!  That  is  the  position  the  Calvin- 
ists take.  Why  do  they  fight  cleansing?  For  this  reason: 
Calvin  taught  that  you  cannot  be  cleansed  from  inbred 
sin  in  this  life,  but  that  you  have  to  tote  it  around  with 
you  until  you  die.  Calvinists  call  it  the  “sin  principle”. 
They  claim  you  cannot  be  purged  from  that  old  sin  prin- 
ciple— the  “Old  Man”,  as  Paul  calls  it  (with  the  women 
it  is  the  “Old  Woman”) — until  death.  When  your  body 
dies  the  Old  Man  dies;  then  you  get  rid  of  the  sin  prin- 
ciple. That  is  erroneous.  It  is  absolutely  contrary  to  the 
Word  of  God. 

Methodist  theology,  which  some  call  Arminian  Theology, 
is  the  opposite  of  Calvinism  on  this  point  of  doctrine.  Wes- 
ley, Fletcher,  and  all  of  the  Methodist  theological  writers, 
teach  very  definitely  cleansing  from  the  sin  principle  and 
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all  its  defilement.  The  Friends  Church,  beloved,  is  also 
definite  on  the  point  of  cleansing. 

It  is  the  Holy  Spirit  in  His  sanctifying  fullness.  It  is  the 
FULLNESS  of  the  Spirit  that  sanctifies  through  the  vir- 
tue of  the  atoning  blood.  In  Acts  2:4  we  read,  “And  they 
were  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost.”  That  is  wonderful! 
Filled,  literally  filled — spirit,  soul  and  body;  body  filled 
as  well  as  soul  and  spirit.  Paul  said,  “Know  ye  not  that 
your  body  is  the  temple  of  the  Holy  Ghost?” 

There  are  four  minor  points  substantiating  the  first  main 
point,  that  the  Pentecostal  baptism  with  the  Spirit  does 
sanctify. 

(1)  The  word  “Baptism”  means  cleansing . 

Do  you  know  what  I thought  when  I read  my  good 
Calvinistic  brother’s  book  entitled  “Baptism  with  the 
Spirit”,  and  in  which  he  fights  cleansing?  I thought,  “Dear 
Doctor,  you  took  the  wrong  title  for  your  book;  your  title 
for  the  book  is  absolutely  contrary  to  the  contents  of  the 
book.”  I thought,  “Dear  Doctor,  why  didn’t  you  take  the 
other  term  that  Jesus  has  given  us  for  the  Pentecostal 
gift  of  the  Spirit,  the  enduement  term  (Luke  24:49)?” 
Now,  if  he  had  taken  the  enduement  term  his  title  would 
have  been  all  right,  but  instead  of  taking  the  enduement  term 
which  he  preached  throughout  his  book,  he  took  God’s 
cleansing  term,  and  then  in  his  book  fought  the  cleansing, 
as  I have  said,  “tooth  and  nail”.  He  selected  the  wrong 
title  for  his  book. 

What  does  the  word  “baptism”  really  mean?  It  means 
“purification”  or  “cleansing”.  Wherever  you  find  the 
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English  word,  “baptize”  or  “baptized,”  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment, do  not  forget  the  original  Greek  word  is  “baptiso” 
(bap-tid-zo).  That  Greek  word  “baptiso”  is  derived  from 
the  Greek  word  “bapto”,  which  is  the  root  word  of  “bap- 
tism”. What  does  “bapto”  mean?  It  means  “to  plunge, 
to  dip,  to  immerse,  to  wash,”  etc.  Do  you  not  see  it  means 
to  wash?  How  do  you  women  wash  your  clothes?  You 
souse  or  dip  them  into  a tub  of  water,  and  you  rub  them 
thoroughly  and  the  dirt  comes  out  and  your  clothes  come 
through  clean.  See?  It  means  actually  to  wash,  to  cleanse 
by  washing. 

Doctor  Strong  is  one  of  our  greatest  authorities  on  New 
Testament  Greek.  All  the  great  preachers  of  all  the  lead- 
ing churches  of  America,  and  Europe  too,  for  that  matter, 
recognize  Doctor  Strong  as  one  of  the  very  best  author- 
ities on  New  Testament  Greek.  Doctor  Strong  said,  in 
defining  the  word  “baptiso”,  that  wherever  the  word  “bap- 
tiso” is  used  in  the  New  Testament  for  water  baptism  it 
signifies  ceremonial  ablution,  or  cleansing.  He  used  the 
term,  “ablution”,  and  of  course  ablution  means  cleansing. 
So  you  see,  beloved,  when  Jesus  Christ  selected  the  word 
“baptism”  to  describe  the  Pentecostal  gift  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  He  settled  forever  the  cleansing  side  of  the  gift  of 
the  Spirit,  for  it  is  a cleansing  term. 

(2)  Baptism  signifies  cleansing. 

Now  have  you  got  that?  I want  you  to  catch  these 
points,  get  them  in  your  mind.  Baptism  not  only  means 
cleansing,  ceremonial  ablution  or  cleansing,  but  baptism 
SIGNIFIES  cleansing  throughout  the  Word  of  God.  All 
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through  the  Old  Testament  and  all  through  the  New,  from 
beginning  to  end,  baptism  signifies  cleansing,  it  never  sig- 
nifies power.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  baptism  of  power. 
Baptism  means  cleansing,  and  cleansing  is  not  an  addition 
of  power  or  an  addition  of  anything  else;  cleansing  is  a 
SUBTRACTION.  It  is  subtracting  the  dirt  from  your 
clothes,  taking  something  away,  not  adding  a thing  to;  no 
sir!  But  enduement  is  an  addition  of  something  you  never 
had  before.  It  is  an  addition.  And  to  talk  about  a baptism 
of  power  is  talking  nonsense;  there  is  no  such  thing  as 
baptism  of  power,  but  baptism  of  cleansing.  The  power  of 
God  does  not  need  any  cleansing.  Catch  the  truth,  beloved. 
God  has  settled  it  in  the  use  of  the  term  all  through  Scrip- 
ture, and  He  has  typified  the  cleansing  of  the  conscience 
and  heart,  all  through  the  Scripture,  by  baptism.  It  signi- 
fies CLEANSING. 

Now  turn  to  Num.  8:7,  “And  thus  shalt  thou  do  unto 
them,  to  CLEANSE  them:  Sprinkle  water  of  PURIFI- 
CATION upon  them”,  etc.  Now  mark  you — “sprinkle 
water  of  purification  upon  them.”  Beloved,  I want  you  to 
remember  this  one  thing,  that  in  the  Old  Testament  Scrip- 
tures, from  start  to  finish,  the  mode  of  baptism  is  sprin- 
kling, and  you  have  the  element  here,  “water  of  PURIFI- 
CATION”. Now  that  is  the  Old  Testament  baptism,  and 
that  is  done  for  CLEANSING,  ceremonial  cleansing.  The 
outward  application  of  water  upon  the  applicant  signified 
the  inward  cleansing  of  his  conscience  from  the  guilt  of 
sin.  The  one  was  a type  of  the  other,  clear  as  the  noon- 
day sun. 

Ezek.  36:25,  “Then  will  I sprinkle  clean  water  upon 
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you,  and  ye  shall  be  CLEAN : from  all  your  filthiness,  and 
from  all  your  idols,  will  I CLEANSE  you.” 

Now  that  is  perfectly  clear.  The  element  is  water, 
“sprinkle  clean  water  upon  you;”  the  mode  is  sprinkle. 
That  is  clear,  isn’t  it?  It  is  ceremonial  cleansing,  and  it 
signifies  the  inward  cleansing  of  the  conscience  from  the 

guilt  of  sin,  and  the  cleansing  of  the  heart  from  the  stain 

of  our  practical  sins.  You  know  at  conversion,  or  regen- 
eration, our  conscience  is  cleansed  completely  from  the 

guilt  of  our  practical  sins.  Not  only  that,  but  the  stain 

of  practical  sins  on  our  heart  is  also  washed  away;  so  when 
we  are  justified  we  are  saved  entirely  from  our  practical 
sins,  and  that  thing  is  figured  outwardly  by  water  baptism. 

We  might  take  you  to  many  other  references  in  the  Old 
Testament  but  must  hasten. 

Here  is  another  reference  I want  to  mention  in  the  New 
Testament  Scripture,  1 Pet.  3:21,  “The  like  figure  where- 
unto  even  baptism  doth  also  now  save  us,  (not  the  putting 
away  of  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a good 
conscience  toward  God,)  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus 
Christ.” 

Now  he  says  that  water  baptism  is  not  the  putting  away 
of  the  filth  of  flesh,  as  your  scribes  and  Pharisees  have 
been  teaching  you.  They  were  great  to  have  the  body 
clean,  and  all  the  ceremonies  of  cleansing  that  they  had 
at  that  time  they  thought  were  for  the  cleansing  of  the 
body,  while  God  intended  they  should  signify  inward  cleans- 
ing. They  could  see  no  further  than  the  cleansing  of  the 
flesh,  or  body.  They  were  off  there.  Peter  says  so — it  is 
“not  the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  but  the 
answer  of  a good  conscience  toward  God.”  Then  what  is 
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water  baptism?  It  is  the  outward  answer  of  a good  con- 
science toward  God.  Now  the  sinner  has  not  a good  con- 
science toward  God,  for  he  is  guilty,  and  under  Holy  Ghost 
conviction  his  guilt  weighs  upon  his  conscience  like  a 
mountain  of  burning  sand. 

Bunyan’s  Pilgrim  is  represented  as  having  a heavy  pack 
strapped  to  his  back,  which  he  was  trying  in  vain  to  get 
rid  of;  but  when  he  caught  sight  of  the  Cross  the  straps 
broke  and  the  burden  rolled  off  and  tumbled  down  over  the 
highway  into  the  sepulchre  of  Jesus,  and  Pilgrim  ran 
with  joy  towards  the  Cross,  crying,  “Life!  Life!  Eternal 
Life!”  Glory  to  God  for  such  a deliverance  as  that! 

I can  never  forget  when  I asked  God  to  forgive  me,  a 
poor  wretched  boy  at  the  age  of  fourteen,  in  that  old  Mt. 
Zion  church.  I felt  as  though  I had  a mountain  of  burn- 
ing sand  on  my  conscience  and  on  my  head,  too.  Oh,  what 
a guilty  wretch!  I said,  “O  God,  I am  only  fit  for  hell; 
unless  Thou  wilt  pardon  me  I will  sink  into  hell.”  I cried 
for  mercy  for  I felt  my  need  of  salvation  so  much.  I 
said,  “My  God,  I must  have  it  tonight,  I must  have  it 
now.”  Nobody  talked  me  through.  I was  desperate.  “I 
must  have  it  now,  Lord,  for  Thou  hast  said,  ‘Now  is  the 
accepted  time;  now  is  the  day  of  salvation.’”  God  does 
not  promise  to  save  at  a future  time;  NOW  is  God’s  time 
to  save  us. 

I can  never  forget  when  I surrendered  fully  to  Christ  and 
then  looked  up  and  believed  that  He  did  forgive  me.  Then 
oh,  glory!  when  I believed,  something  happened  in  this 
: poor  boy’s  heart,  and  the  guilt  rolled  from  my  conscience. 
Oh,  how  I could  sing  then,

“At  the  cross,  at  the  cross,  where  I first  saw  the  light, 
And  the  burden  of  my  heart  rolled  away; 

It  was  there  by  faith  I received  my  sight, 

And  now  I am  happy  night  and  day. 99 

That  is  the  way  I like  to  sing  it.  I commune  with  God 
sometimes  in  my  dreams  at  night  and  get  blessed,  and  shout 
myself  awake,  and  I lie  awake  on  my  bed,  praising  God.  Oh, 
that  is  only  Bible  salvation.  David  said,  “I  will  arise  at 
midnight  to  give  praise  unto  the  Lord.”  Amen!  If  I stop 
with  you  people  all  night  and  start  shouting  at  midnight, 
just  remember  that  X have  Bible  salvation,  that  is  all. 

When  your  sins  are  pardoned  and  all  the  guilt  washed 
from  your  conscience  you  have  a good  conscience  toward 
God;  then  your  cleansed  and  good  conscience  is  answered 
outwardly  by  water  baptism,  so  Peter  declares.  Say,  be- 
loved, there  is  not  much  in  the  mode  of  baptism,  nor  in  the 
water  either;  the  all-important  thing  is  to  have  the  cleans- 
ing blood  of  Jesus  applied  to  your  conscience  and  heart. 
When  your  conscience  and  heart  are  cleansed  from  sin  you 
have  the  goods  inside  and  you  can  put  up  the  sign.  Some 
people  get  baptized  before  they  are  saved.  That  would 
be  like  John  and  me  swinging  out  a grocery  sign  on  the 
side  of  our  shack  in  the  grove  when  we  did  not  have  any 
groceries  to  sell.  First,  we  would  put  in  a stock  of  grocer- 
ies and  then  swing  out  our  sign;  then  there  would  be  no 
deception.  Oh,  get  under  the  blood,  get  your  conscience 
cleansed,  and  heart,  too,  and  then  swing  out  your  baptism 
sign.  Peter  tells  you  it  is  the  answer  of  a good  conscience. 
That  is  what  it  is. 

Paul  is  just  as  definite  as  Peter  on  that  point,  in  Heb. 
10:22,  “Let  us  draw  near  with  a true  heart  in  full  assur- 
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ance  of  faith,  having  our  hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil 
conscience,  and  our  bodies  washed  with  pure  water. ” 

There  you  have  it — “having  our  hearts  sprinkled  from  an 
evil  conscience;”  having  the  guilt  all  washed  from  our  con- 
science by  the  cleansing  blood  of  Jesus. 

Now,  having  that,  what  next?  Then  we  plunge  into 
the  water  and  have  our  bodies  washed  with  clean  water, 
which  is  a type  of  the  inward  cleansing.  Now  this  out- 
ward baptism  clearly  signifies  the  inward  washing.  The 
inward  washing  is  through  the  blood.  Those  who  would 
trust  in  water  to  wash  away  their  sins  are  foolish.  Water 
cannot  get  skin  deep,  do  your  best,  unless  you  drink  it. 
Now,  beloved,  it  simply  is  the  outward  sign  of  this  in- 
ward work  of  grace,  that  is  all;  but,  say,  the  blood,  the 
BLOOD,  applied  by  the  almighty  energy  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
does  wash  away  the  guilt  of  sin  from  the  conscience  and 
does  wash  away  the  stain  of  practical  sins  from  the  heart; 
and  if  you  trust  God  it  will,  when  applied  by  the  almighty 
energy  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  wash  out  of  your  heart  inbred 
sin  and  all  of  its  defilement.  Glory  to  God! 

The  Apostle  John  says,  “The  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  his 
Son  cleanseth  us  from  all  sin,”  and  when  God  says  “all” 
He  MEANS  ALL,  “a  double  1”.  We  used  to  spell  it  that 
way  and  I like  it,  “a  double  1”.  They  spell  it  “a-1-1”  now. 

“Sin”  here  is  in  the  singular  number.  It  does  not  mean 
practical  sins  but  inbred  sin.  Cleanseth  from  the  sin  prin- 
ciple and  all  its  contamination.  Notice  the  verb  here  is 
in  the  present  tense.  The  Greek  verb  is  in  what  so  many 
Greek  scholars  call  the  “ever-present”  tense.  You  have  it 
in  English  in  the  present  tense — “cleanseth”. 
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The  Calvinists  tell  you  it  is  a gradual  cleansing  of  in- 
bred  sin  and  you  never  get  fully  cleansed  until  your  body 
dies.  But,  say,  John  has  knocked  them  out  there,  for 
under  the  inspiration  of  the  Holy  Ghost  he  has  hitched  the 
adjective  “all”  to  the  ever-present  tense — “cleanseth  from 
ALL  sin”  CONTINUALLY,  as  we  live  constantly  under 
the  blood  by  faith.  John  does  not  say  “cleansing,”  it  will 
“cleanse”  us  from  all  sin  at  death;  no,  but  he  says  it 
“CLEANSETH  us  from  ALL  sin”  now  (present  tense), 
and  it  will  continue  to  cleanse  us  from  all  sin  as  we  live 
under  the  blood  by  faith.  Glory  to  God  forever  and  ever! 
Amen! 

Now  do  not  forget  that  baptism  signifies  cleansing 
throughout  the  Word  of  God,  in  both  the  Old  and  the  New 
Testament  Scriptures. 

(3)  The  fire  type  denotes  cleansing . 

Dear  friends,  you  notice  that  Jesus  has  given  us  two 
terms  of  the  Pentecostal  gift  of  the  Spirit,  setting  forth 
the  twofold  side  of  the  Pentecostal  experience — cleansing 
and  enduement . 

Not  only  did  Jesus  give  us  two  terms  setting  forth  the 
twofold  side  of  Pentecost,  but  He  has  also  given  us  a two- 
fold type  setting  forth  the  sanctifying  and  enduing  sides 
of  the  Pentecostal  gift  of  the  Spirit.  The  fire  type  is  the 
cleansing  type;  but  God  has  also  given  us  an  enduement 
type  at  Pentecost.  The  cyclone  type  is  the  enduement 
type. 

Now  listen.  “And  suddenly  there  came  a sound  from 
heaven  as  of  a rushing  mighty  wind.”  Cyclone,  sure!  I 
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am  going  to  repeat  that.  “And  suddenly  there  came  a 
sound  from  heaven  as  of  a rushing  mighty  wind.”  Cyclone! 
I have  been  told  by  men  from  some  of  the  western  states, 
where  there  are  cyclones  occasionally,  that  you  can  hear 
the  rushing  of  a cyclone  through  the  air  sometimes  for 
several  miles.  “And  suddenly  there  came  a sound  from 
heaven  as  of  a rushing  mighty  wind.”  Real  cyclonic 
sound!  It  is  a striking  type  of  the  Pentecostal  endue- 
ment  of  power.  A cyclone  is  a mighty  thing;  it  is  one  of 
the  mightiest  things  in  nature.  When  a cyclone  swoops 
down  on  a village  it  will  take  up  those  houses  and  scatter 
them  in  kindling  wood  along  its  track;  it  will  swoop  down 
and  take  up  the  railroad  and  twist  up  the  rails  like  straws. 
I tell  you  it  is  a mighty  thing;  one  of  the  mightiest  things 
in  nature.  I want  to  tell  you  things  move  quickly,  too, 
when  a cyclone  strikes  them.  It  is  a wonderful  figure 
of  the  power  side  of  Pentecost. 

Some  one  has  said  it  was  not  wind,  but  the  rushing 
down  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  That  is  nonsense.  The  Holy 
Ghost  is  God,  and  God  never  rushes.  He  always  moves 
deliberately.  Then,  besides  that,  the  Holy  Ghost  is  en- 
tirely spiritual  in  His  nature.  A spirit  passes  through  the 
air  without  making  the  least  noise.  It  was  not  wind,  that 
is  true,  but  “a  sound  as  of  a rushing  mighty  wind” — a mir- 
aculous rushing,  cyclonic  sound,  God’s  striking  type  of 
the  power  side  of  Pentecost. 

Doctor  Keen  said  that  when  we  actually  receive  the 
Holy  Ghost  in  His  sanctifying  and  enduing  fullness  we  be- 
come like  a cyclone,  a real  storm  center  of  revival.  Doctor 
Keen  said  you  could  drop  down  anywhere  a man  or  a woman 
who  is  sanctified  and  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  he 
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is  like  a cyclone,  things  begin  to  move  around  him.  Drop 
down  a mother  like  that  in  the  home  and  there  is  going 
to  be  a stirring  there,  and  the  boys  and  girls  will  be  coming 
into  the  Kingdom.  Drop  down  three  or  four  like  that  in 
a dead  church  and  they  will  start  a fire  every  time,  that 
will  either  thaw  out  that  church  and  bring  a revival,  or 
burn  them  out  of  the  church  (the  officials  put  them  out). 

It  will  make  a cyclone  out  of  you!  It  will!  That  is 
what  is  the  matter  with  me!  Why,  bless  your  soul,  I feel 
it  all  through  me  now;  I feel  it  all  through  my  spirit,  soul 
and  body.  Yes,  it  is  hard  for  me  to  keep  still.  Now  He 
will  not  make  a Brickley  cyclone  out  of  you  people  if  you 
have  Him  in  His  sanctifying  fullness  and  power,  but  He 
will  make  a cyclone  out  of  you  in  your  own  natural  way. 
Glory  to  God  forever  and  ever!  We  will  not  be  dead  on 
our  feet  then.  Glory  to  God!  I feel  it  all  through  me! 

Now  that,  you  see,  is  God’s  type  of  the  enduement,  or 
power,  side  of  Pentecost,  but  the  other  (the  fire  type)  is 
God’s  type  of  the  cleansing  side  of  Pentecost.  The  fire 
type  denotes  cleansing.  We  will  now  notice  some  refer- 
ences on  the  fire  type. 

Exod.  3:2-5,  “And  the  Angel  of  the  Lord  appeared  unto 
him  in  a flame  of  fire  out  of  the  midst  of  a bush;  and  he 
looked,  and,  behold,  the  bush  burned  with  fire,  and  the 
bush  was  not  consumed.  And  Moses  said,  I will  now  turn 
aside,  and  see  this  great  sight,  why  the  bush  is  not  burnt. 
And  when  the  Lord  saw  that  he  turned  aside  to  see,  God 
called  unto  him  out  of  the  midst  of  the  bush,  and  said, 
Moses,  Moses.  And  he  said,  Here  am  I.  And  he  said, 
Draw  not  nigh  hither : put  off  thy  shoes  from  off  thy  feet ; 
for  the  place  whereon  thou  standest  is  holy  ground.” 
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That  Angel  proved  afterwards  to  be  Jehovah  Himself, 
for  we  are  told  that  God  spoke  to  Moses  out  of  the  bush. 

Now  you  see  that  the  absolutely  holy  God  is  here  repre- 
sented by  fire.  Fire  is  God’s  own  chosen  figure,  or  type, 
of  His  absolute  holiness.  I want  to  call  your  attention  to 
this,  I want  you  to  see  what  fire  represented.  Some  people 
imagine  that  fire  on  the  day  of  Pentecost  represented  speak- 
ing in  different  tongues,  different  languages.  That  is  a mis- 
take. The  fire  in  God’s  Word  never  represents  language;  it 
represents  the  absolute  holiness  of  God.  Now  listen.  Moses 
said  when  he  saw  fire  burning  in  the  bush  and  the 
bush  was  not  consumed,  “I  will  turn  aside  and  see,”  and 
when  he  turned  aside  God  said  unto  him,  “Take  off  the 
shoes  from  off  thy  feet;  for  the  ground  whereon  thou 
standest  is  holy  ground.”  What  does  that  mean?  It  means 
simply  this,  the  absolute  holiness  of  God  in  that  bush  was 
represented  by  fire,  and  the  sanctifying  energy  of  God’s 
absolute  holiness,  represented  by  fire,  ran  out  from  that 
bush  and  sanctified  the  ground  for  rods  around;  hence  the 
ground  was  holy,  and  Moses  must  take  off  the  shoes  from 
his  feet. 

I want  to  tell  you  God’s  absolute  holiness  is  not  a pas- 
sive thing  but  is  mighty  in  sanctifying  energy.  It  burns 
and  consumes  sin,  and  makes  holy  the  fully  consecrated  and 
trusting  believer.  It  is  a mighty  energetic  thing,  just  like 
fire.  See  how  it  ran  out  and  sanctified  the  ground  for  rods 
around  that  bush. 

In  Exod.  19:18  the  same  truth  is  brought  out.  Here 
God  came  down  on  Mt.  Sinai  in  the  figure  of  fire,  and 
the  almighty  energy  of  His  absolute  holiness  sanctified  the 
entire  mountain.  Hence  God  said  to  Moses,  “Go  down 
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and  set  a bound  around  the  mountain  lest  the  foot  of  man  ! 
or  beast  touch  the  mountain.”  Why?  It  was  sanctified  i 
and  made  holy  by  the  almighty  energy  of  God’s  absolute 
holiness. 

Why  has  God  selected  fire  to  represent  His  absolute 
holiness?  He  has  not  told  us  why.  I can  see  two  good 
reasons  for  it.  First,  fire  is  one  of  the  purest  things  in  all 
nature.  Scientists  tell  us  that.  Have  you  got  it?  Fire  is 
one  of  the  purest,  if  not  the  purest,  thing  in  all  nature. 
It  is  just  like  God  to  take  the  purest  thing  in  nature  to 
represent  His  own  absolute  holiness.  Then  again,  fire  is 
very  energetic.  You  know  fire  consumes  things;  it  runs 
and  it  becomes  mighty  in  strength;  it  is  wonderful  how  it 
burns  up  whole  towns  sometimes.  I was  down  in  Balti- 
more when  they  had  a big  fire  in  the  heart  of  the  city. 
They  had  large  business  blocks  there  built  of  what  they 
considered  fire-proof  material,  and  the  fire  was  so  intense- 
ly hot  that  it  scaled  off  and  burned  down  their  fire-proof 
buildings.  It  was  wonderful.  It  was  a wonder  to  those 
who  built  the  buildings  and  insured  them  to  be  perfectly 
fire-proof. 

And  so  it  is  with  the  holiness  of  God.  It  is  not  a passive 
thing,  but  is  almighty  in  energy.  Glory  to  God  for  its 
sanctifying  energy!  It  is  wonderful  how  it  burns  inbred 
sin  out  of  us  when  we  are  filled  with  it  by  the  Pentecostal 
fullness  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

The  Holy  Spirit  represents  the  holiness  of  the  entire 
Trinity.  Perhaps  that  is  the  reason  why  blasphemy  against 
the  Holy  Spirit  cannot  be  forgiven,  neither  in  this  life  nor 
in  the  life  to  come. 
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In  Mai.  3:3  the  prophet,  in  speaking  of  the  coming 
Messiah,  Jesus,  has  said,  “He  shall  sit  as  a refiner  and 
purifier  of  silver;  and  he  shall  purify  the  sons  of  Levi,  as 
gold  and  silver  is  purged,  that  they  may  offer  unto  God 
an  offering  in  holiness.” 

Jesus,  in  sanctifying  believers,  uses  the  mighty  fire  or 
energy  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  The  figure  here  is  beautiful — 
“He  shall  sit  as  a purifier  of  silver  and  gold.”  You  know, 
beloved,  in  those  days  the  refiners  put  their  gold  and  silver 
ore  in  their  fining  pan  and  put  the  pan  over  the  fire  and 
turned  on  the  fire  underneath  the  pan  with  intense  heat; 
then  they  sat  down  in  the  refiner’s  chair  and  watched  close- 
ly the  melted  mass  in  the  pan.  They  kept  their  eye  on 
that  melted  mass  in  the  pan  until  they  could  see  clearly 
their  own  image,  the  likeness  of  their  own  face,  in  the 
melted  mass;  then  they  knew  the  gold  or  silver  was  pure. 
See? 

Jesus  superintends  our  sanctification.  He  sits  as  a re- 
finer and  turns  into  our  hearts  the  sanctifying  fire,  or  en- 
ergy, of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  it  runs  all  through  us,  burn- 
ing up  completely  the  dross  of  inbred  sin,  and  purging 
our  hearts  from  all  of  its  contamination;  and  our  hearts 
shine  with  His  own  glorious  image.  Hallelujah!  Like  the 
ancient  refiner,  Jesus  knows  that  our  hearts  are  purged 
from  all  the  dross  of  inbred  sin  when  He  beholds  clearly 
His  own  glorious  image  there.  Glory  be  to  God  forever! 

Our  next  reference  is  Acts  2:3,  “And  there  appeared 
unto  them  cloven  tongues  like  unto  fire;  and  it  sat  upon 
each  of  them.”  This  translation  is  not  in  strict  harmony 
with  the  original  Greek  text.  A much  better  translation 
is,  “And  there  appeared  unto  them  as  it  were  flames  of 
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fire  parting  among  them,”  (flames  of  fire,  as  it  were,  part- 
ing among  the  one  hundred  twenty  disciples  who  were 
present)  “and  it  sat  upon  them”  (on  their  heads). 

When  we  speak  in  English  of  a tongue  of  fire  we  always 
mean  a flame  of  fire.  The  clear,  simple  rendering  is 
“flames  as  of  fire  parting  among  them”  (the  one  hun- 
dred twenty  disciples  present).  The  idea  of  forked  tongues 
of  fire  is  incorrect.  (See  the  text  of  the  A.  R.  V.  and  the 
marginal  reading.) 

These  burning  flames  of  fire,  as  it  were,  upon  their  heads, 
did  not  represent  a language  at  all  but  represented  the 
absolute  holiness  of  God  that  burns  and  sanctifies  us 
through  and  through,  burning  up  and  destroying  inbred 
sin,  root  and  branch,  so  to  speak.  Hallelujah!  O beloved, 
let  me  tell  you  God  has  not  stated  anything  clearer  in  the 
Word  of  God  than  that  Pentecost  means  cleansing,  purg- 
ing, purging  out  the  dross  of  inbred  sin. 

Just  as  surely  as  God  placed  these  flames  of  fire  on 
their  heads  (the  figure  of  that  sanctifying  energy  of  the 
Holy  Ghost),  just  so  surely  did  they  have  the  sanctifying 
fire,  or  energy,  of  the  Holy  Ghost  within  them.  This  out- 
ward type  of  the  inward  sanctifying  fire  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
upon  their  heads,  was  absolute  proof  that  they  were  sancti- 
fied wholly.  God  is  infinitely  wise  and  cannot  be  deceived; 
He  is  absolutely  holy  and  therefore  cannot  sin  by  deceiv- 
ing us.  So  God  has  given  us  absolute  proof  of  the  entire 
sanctification  of  the  one  hundred  twenty  on  the  day  of  Pen- 
tecost. 

Our  great  Gibraltar,  beloved,  is  the  fire  of  Pentecost. 
Calvinists  do  not  like  that.  See  it? 
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Now  when  God  sanctified  me  wholly  in  the  woods  that 
day,  you  know  I felt  that  inward  energy  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
run  all  through  my  spirit,  soul  and  body.  Yes,  it  ran  all 
through  me,  from  my  head  to  the  soles  of  my  feet  and 
out  to  the  tips  of  my  fingers.  Believe  me,  I know  what 
the  sanctifying  fire,  or  power,  of  the  Holy  Ghost  is.  I feel 
it  all  through  me  now!  Glory  to  God!  And  then  I had 
such  a blessed  sense  of  cleanness!  Oh,  how  definitely  the 
Holy  Ghost  did  witness  to  my  perfect  cleansing.  I felt 
so  perfectly  clean  throughout  my  whole  being — spirit,  soul 
and  body.  The  Holy  Ghost  said,  “You're  purged,  you're 
clean.”  I said,  “Hallelujah!  I feel  it!”  and  I feel  it 
now!  O beloved,  when  you  get  the  real  thing  you  get 
the  definite  witness  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  it. 

Listen  now,  listen  if  you  please.  “For  by  one  offering” 
(the  sin  offering  of  Christ  on  the  Cross)  “for  by  one  offer- 
ing he  hath  perfected  for  ever  them  that  are  sanctified, 
whereof  the  Holy  Ghost  also  is  a witness  to  us.” 

Entire  sanctification  includes  the  entire  man — spirit, 
soul  and  body.  Paul  puts  it  this  way,  “And  the  very  God 
of  peace  himself  sanctify  you  wholly;  and  I pray  God 
your  whole  spirit  and  soul  and  body  be  preserved  blame- 
less unto  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.”  Sanctify 
you  wholly  (w-h-o-l-l-y) ; that  means  “entirely,  completely.” 
(If  you  do  not  believe  it,  look  it  up  in  your  dictionary. 
From  this  text  we  have  gotten  the  theological  term,  “Entire 
Sanctification.” 

You  know  we  are  partially  sanctified  at  conversion.  We 
are  cleansed  in  part  then,  cleansed  from  every  stain  of  our 
practical  sins,  but  we  are  not  purged  from  inbred  sin,  or 
the  sin  principle — it  still  remains — but  we  are  partially

sanctified.  That  is  why  Paul  put  it  like  that,  “sanctify 
you  wholly”,  entirely,  completely,  finish  the  job  by  purg- 
ing out  the  sin  principle — purged  completely,  sanctified 
wholly.  Hallelujah!  Amen! 
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SERMON  II 

As  an  introduction  we  will  recapitulate: 

THE  PENTECOSTAL  BAPTISM,  OR  GIFT  OF  THE 
HOLY  SPIRIT 

John  the  Baptist  said,  “I  indeed  baptize  you  with  water 
unto  repentance:  but  he  that  cometh  after  me  is  mightier 
than  I,  whose  shoes  I am  not  worthy  to  bear:  he  shall 
baptize  you  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  with  fire.” — Matt. 
3:11. 

Jesus  Christ  said,  “John  truly  baptized  with  water;  but 
ye  shall  be  baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost  not  many  days 
hence.” — Acts  1 :5. 

Now  follows  the  question,  What  is  it?  What  is  this 
Pentecostal  baptism,  or  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit?  That  is 
the  question.  I said  in  my  first  sermon  that  there  were 
carloads  of  books  written  on  the  subject,  and  there  are, 
and  most  of  them  contain  a great  deal  of  Bible  truth  on 
the  subject,  but  there  are  very  few  of  them  that  do  not 
have  some  erroneous  point,  human  addition.  If  you  want 
to  get  the  real  truth  without  any  mixture  of  error  you  have 
to  go  to  the  Word  of  God  for  it  and  dig  it  out  there. 

I.  It  Is  thf  Hoty  Spirit  in  His  Sanctifying  Fuu,- 

NFSS. 

Now  it  is  said  that  on  the  day  of  Pentecost  “they  were 
all  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost.”  In  my  first  sermon  I 
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said  that  on  this  point  is  where  the  battle  rages  between 
the  Calvinists  and  the  Arminian  folks.  The  battle  rages 
there.  Calvin  denied  the  cleansing — no  cleansing,  it  is 
simply  power  with  them,  power,  power,  power.  Now  the 
Bible  settles  definitely  the  fact  that  the  Pentecostal  bap- 
tism, or  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  is  the  Holy  Spirit  in  His 
sanctifying  fullness. 

Here  are  the  five  subdivisions  that  go  to  substantiate  that 
fact: 

(1)  The  word  “baptism”  means  cleansing. 

You  will  remember  I took  you  back  to  the  original 
Greek.  Everywhere  in  the  New  Testament  where  you  find 
the  word  “baptism”  the  original  is  “baptiso,”  and  “baptiso” 
is  derived  from  the  Greek  word  “bapto”,  which  means  “to 
dip,  plunge,  immerse,  wash,”  etc.  It  means  to  wash,  it 
means  to  cleanse,  it  means  cleansing  every  time.  Doctor 
Strong  is  acknowledged  by  the  leading  divines  of  all 
churches,  both  in  America  and  Europe,  to  be  one  of  the 
best  authorities  on  New  Testament  Greek,  and  he  said 
that  wherever  the  word  “baptiso”  is  used  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment relative  to  water  baptism  it  signifies,  or  means,  cere- 
monial ablution  or  cleansing.  So  that  settles  it. 

(2)  Baptism  signifies  cleansing. 

I took  you  through  the  Scripture  on  that.  It  signifies 
cleansing  throughout  the  Old  and  the  New  Testament. 

(3)  The  fire  type  denotes  cleansing. 

I took  you  over  all  those  references,  and  closed  my 
sermon  with  the  last  reference  marked  on  the  chart. 
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Now  this  evening  we  will  take  up  the  last  two  points 
of  the  first  general  division. 

(4)  The  holy  anointing  oil  typified  the  sanctifying  full- 
ness of  the  Holy  Spirit . 

Clearly,  the  holy  anointing  oil  typified  the  sanctifying 
fullness  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  There  is  a point  here  on  which 
the  Calvinists  and  Arminians  (or  Methodists)  are  at  per- 
fect agreement;  they  both  believe  that  the  holy  anointing 
oil  is  the  chief  Bible  type  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Doctor  Tor- 
rey,  who  repudiates  the  cleansing,  says  it  is  a type  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  The  abundant  outpouring  of  that  holy  anoint- 
ing oil  clearly  typified  the  abundant  outpouring  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  as  on  the  day  of  Pentecost.  So  on  that  point 
there  is  agreement  between  these  two  great  schools  of  theol- 
ogy. But  the  Calvinists  deny  the  cleansing  significance  of 
the  type,  while  the  Arminians  (or  Methodists)  hold  defi- 
nitely to  its  cleansing  significance. 

Now  we  are  going  to  read  a little  on  that;  I am  going 
to  give  you  some  references.  Turn,  first  of  all,  to  Exod. 
30:25-31.  We  will  read  it.  “And  thou  shalt  make  it  an 
oil  of  holy  ointment,  an  ointment  compounded  after  the  art 
of  the  apothecary:  it  shall  be  an  HOLY  anointing  oil.” 
Now  mark  you,  “an  HOLY  anointing  oil.”  “And  thou 
shalt  anoint  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation  therewith, 
and  the  ark  of  the  testimony,  and  the  table  and  all  his 
vessels,  and  the  candlestick  and  his  vessels,  and  the  altar 
of  incense,  and  the  altar  of  burnt  offering  with  all  his 
vessels,  and  the  laver  and  his  foot.  And  thou  shalt 
SANCTIFY  them,  that  they  may  be  MOST  HOLY.” 
Catch  that,  anointing  SANCTIFIES.  “And  thou  shalt 
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SANCTIFY  them”  thus,  and  they  shall  be  not  only  holy  ( 
but  MOST  HOLY.  “Whatsoever  TOUCHETH  THEM  , 
SHALL  BE  HOLY.”  < 

You  know  Jesus  refers  to  this.  He  said  the  ALTAR  , 
SANCTIFIES  the  gift,  but  the  altar  sanctified  because  it 
was  made  MOST  HOLY  by  this  anointing  with  the  holy 
anointing  oil — a clear  TYPE  of  the  HOLY  SPIRIT.  “And 
thou  shalt  anoint  Aaron  and  his  sons  and  consecrate  them” 

(or  sanctify  them)  “that  they  may  minister  unto  me  in  the 
priest’s  office.” 

Now  go  over,  if  you  please,  to  Lev.  8:12.  “And  he 
poured  of  the  anointing  oil  upon  Aaron’s  head,  and 
anointed  him,  TO  SANCTIFY  HIM.”  Now  what  was 
the  purpose  of  this  anointing?  Was  it  to  give  power  or 
was  it  to  sanctify  him?  The  words  of  God  here  are  ex- 
ceedingly  clear;  “TO  SANCTIFY  HIM”  was  the  pur- 
pose of  this  outpouring  of  the  holy  anointing  oil  upon  his 
head.  Now  notice  it  was  an  OUTPOURING;  he  POURED 
it  on  his  head.  What  a striking  type  of  the  copious  out- 
pouring of  the  Holy  Spirit  which  sanctifies  wholly!  Glory 
be  to  God  for  it!  God  could  not  make  it  plainer  than 
that,  that  the  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  His  Pente- 
costal fullness  and  power  does  sanctify,  purify,  cleanse, 
make  holy.  Why,  that  altar  anointed  by  it  was  sanctified 
and  made  MOST  HOLY.  God  Himself  declared  it.  And 
so  holy  that  whatsoever  touche th  the  altar  shall  be  SANC- 
TIFIED and  made  HOLY  by  it. 

Now  right  here  I want  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
cleansing  of  the  leper  with  this  anointing  oil  and  the  blood, 
which  is  a striking  type  of  the  purging  of  the  consecrated 
believer  from  inbred  sin.  (Lev.  14th  chapter.)  Now  to 
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leanse  the  leper,  ceremonially,  he  first  had  to  be  sprinkled 
Irith  the  blood  and  then  with  the  oil.  The  blood  was 
iprinkled  on  the  right  ear  of  the  leper,  and  then  sprinkled 
>n  the  thumb  of  his  right  hand,  and  then  sprinkled  on  the 
arge  toe  of  the  right  foot.  God  said  to  Moses,  “Sprinkle 
he  OIL  UPON  the  BLOOD.”  Now  mark  you,  “sprinkle 
he  oil  upon  the  blood.”  Oh,  that  is  beautiful,  and  the 
ype  is  striking.  The  oil  and  the  blood  must  go  together 
n order  to  cleanse;  sprinkle  the  oil  (representing  the  Holy 
jhost)  right  on  the  blood  (typical  of  the  atoning  blood  of 
fesus);  sprinkle  the  oil  on  the  blood  on  the  right  ear,  on 
he  thumb  of  his  right  hand  and  on  the  large  toe  of  his 
ight  foot.  Now  mark  you  what  follows  next,  “And  POUR 
he  residue  of  the  OIL  ON  HIS  HEAD.”  That  is  Pente- 
:ost.  You  know  that  our  cleansing  begins  in  justification 
md  regeneration.  We  are  then  sprinkled  with  the  blood 
md  the  oil  together.  The  blood  is  sprinkled  on  the  con- 
science by  the  Holy  Spirit,  (represented  by  the  oil),  purg- 
ng  the  conscience  completely  from  all  the  guilt  of  prac- 
ical  sins.  That  is  quite  a cleansing,  is  it  not?  And  the 
)il  and  the  blood  sprinkled  together  upon  the  heart  at  con- 
/ersion  cleanse  the  heart  from  all  the  stain  of  practical 
fins.  And  thus  we  are  cleansed  from  all  our  practical  sins 
perfectly  at  justification  and  regeneration;  not  an  iota  of 
practical  sin  is  left. 

But  now,  mark  you,  inbred  sin  still  remains  for  Pente- 
:ost  to  purge  out.  The  stain  of  our  practical  sins  on  our 
:onscience  can  be  easily  washed  away  by  the  blood  applied 
oy  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  stain  of  practical  sins  on  the 
neart  can  easily  be  washed  away  by  the  blood  and  the 
sprinkling  power  of  the  blessed  Holy  Spirit,  but  INBRED 
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SIN  is  not  on  the  surface  of  the  heart;  inbred  sin  is  deep 
down  in  the  very  warp  and  woof  of  our  soul  nature  and  it 
takes  more  than  the  washing  of  regeneration  to  purge  it 
out.  I repeat,  it  is  mixed  up  all  through  the  warp  and  woof 
of  our  soul  and  heart  nature,  and  it  takes  more  than  the 
washing  of  regeneration  to  get  it  out.  Nothing  but  the 
mighty  fire  and  power  of  the  Pentecostal  fullness  of  the  j 
Holy  Ghost,  through  the  virtue  of  the  blood,  can  ever ! 
purge  it  out  of  our  hearts  and  whole  being. 

I have  illustrated  this  frequently  in  speaking  on  this 
point  in  different  places  where  I have  preached.  Now  I 
refer  to  brother  John  digging  gold  out  there  in  his  mine  in 
Montana.  He  dug  that  gold  out  of  the  ground  and  he 
shoveled  it  with  the  clay  and  the  dirt  into  his  flume,  or 
trough,  and  the  water  running  down  swiftly  through  it 
washed  the  mire  and  dirt  from  the  gold  ore;  and  the  ore, 
being  heavier  than  the  dirt,  sank  to  the  bottom  of  the 
flume,  and  the  rough  bottom  held  it  while  the  water  washed 
the  mire  and  the  dirt  down  through  the  flume.  He  then 
lifted  the  gold  ore  from  the  bottom  of  the  flume,  washed 
clean  from  the  mire  and  the  dirt.  That  may  represent  the 
washing  of  regeneration. 

Now  look  at  that  gold  ore.  It  is  washed  clean  from  all 
mire  and  dirt,  but  as  you  look  at  it  closely  you  see  it  is 
mixed  up  with  dross.  The  dross  is  mixed  all  through  the 
gold  and  the  gold  through  the  dross,  just  as  inbred  sin 
is  mixed  up  all  through  the  warp  and  woof  of  your  whole 
soul  nature.  Now  how  are  you  going  to  separate  the  dross 
from  the  gold?  Shovel  it  into  the  trough  and  wash  it 
again?  That  would  never  wash  the  dross  from  the  gold; 
no,  sir.  As  the  saying  is,  you  will  never  get  dross  sepa- 
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!eP  rated  from  gold  by  washing.  What  is  necessary?  Fire, 
it  fire,  fire;  you  have  to  put  the  gold  ore  in  the  fire  and  melt 
it  it  up  completely,  then  the  dross  is  separated  from  the  gold 
and  the  gold  comes  out  pure. 

ft  It  takes  the  Pentecostal  fire  of  the  Holy  Ghost  to  burn 
out  the  dross  of  inbred  sin.  It  takes  the  furnace  of  the 
mighty  Comforter,  the  furnace  of  His  mighty  sanctifying 
ft  energy,  to  melt  us  all  up  and  melt  us  all  down  and  sepa- 
rate the  dross  of  inbred  sin  from  our  heart  and  soul  nature. 

Oh,  in  the  woods  that  day  when  I received  the  baptism 

I with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  fire,  the  fire  ran  all  through  me ; 

in  it  felt  like  a mighty  fire  running  through  me,  from  the  crown 
lie  of  my  head  to  the  soles  of  my  feet  and  out  to  the  tips  of 
or  my  fingers.  You  know  I was  melted  all  up  and  melted 
it  all  down,  as  when  you  throw  a piece  of  lead  into  the  fire 
e,  — it  melts  all  up  and  then  melts  down.  Say,  when  I began 

ie  to  melt  all  down  like  that  I said,  “My  God,  is  there  going 

id  to  be  anything  left  of  me?”  But  I said,  “Let  it  go  on, 
in  : Lord,  let  it  go  on.  There  will  not  be  as  much  of  Brickley 
id  when  he  comes  out  of  this  furnace  as  when  he  went  in,  but 

ie  what  comes  out  will  be  pure  gold.”  Hallelujah!  Then 

the  Holy  Spirit  witnessed  as  clear  as  the  noonday  sun, 

II  “You’re  cleansed,  CLEANSED  FROM  ALL  INBRED 
is  SIN.”  I said,  “Glory!  Glory!  I feel  it!”  Oh,  there  was 
ie  such  a blissful  sense  of  cleanness  all  through  my  whole 
n being. 

Now  this  is  a little  bit  of  deviation  from  our  subject  but 
s it  gives  you  an  idea,  beloved,  how  we  are  cleansed  from 
t all  practical  sins  at  justification  and  regeneration,  and  then 
; how  we  have  to  be  more  deeply  cleansed  by  the  Pentecostal 
fullness  and  fire  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  order  to  be  delivered 
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from  the  dross  of  inbred  sin  and  have  pure  hearts  for  God’s 
glory  and  His  service. 

Now  then,  you  notice  that  after  that  sprinkling  took 
place  in  the  cleansing  of  the  leper  (which  represents  con- 
version), then  the  residue  of  the  oil  God  said  should  be 
POURED  upon  the  head.  There  is  the  copious  outpouring. 
And  God  said  that  he  should  then  be  clean.  Hallelujah! 
That  is  Pentecost.  The  COPIOUS  OUTPOURING  AL- 
WAYS MEANS  PENTECOST.  It  is  a clear  type  of  the 
Pentecostal  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  that  purges  our 
leprous  souls  from  inbred  sin. 

You  know  leprosy  is  God’s  Bible  type  of  inbred  sin,  and 
it  is  a wonderfully  striking  type.  Now  leprosy  is,  first 
of  all,  to  a great  extent,  hereditary.  And  so  it  is  with  in- 
bred  sin.  It  has  come  down  from  Adam  to  us — it  was  born 
in  us.  Leprosy  is  deep-seated  in  its  nature.  The  seat  of 
leprosy  is  not  in  the  skin;  those  sore  spots  in  the  skin  are 
not  the  seat  of  leprosy.  The  seat  of  leprosy  is  in  the  blood, 
the  very  heart’s  blood — that  is  the  seat  of  it — and  the  heart 
pumps  it  all  through  the  veins  of  the  leper.  So  with  inbred 
sin;  its  seat  is  in  the  heart.  That  is  where  the  trouble 
lies,  and  from  thence  it  corrupts  the  whole  man — spirit, 
soul  and  body.  Leprosy  was  dreadfully  polluting  in  its 
nature,  polluting  the  whole  man;  there  was  not  a drop  of 
blood  in  the  leper  that  was  not  polluted,  tainted,  by  lep- 
rosy— the  whole  man  tainted  and  polluted  by  it.  Just  so 
inbred  sin  not  only  corrupts  the  heart  but  corrupts  the 
entire  man.  Seated  in  the  heart  it  sways  not  only  the 
passions  of  the  soul  but  also  the  passions  of  the  body  and 
causes  them  to  run  out  into  sinful  extremes. 
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And  then  leprosy  excludes  from  the  society  of  the  pure. 
No  leper  dared  dwell  in  the  city  with  the  pure,  with  those 
iwho  were  free  from  it — he  had  to  dwell  outside  of  the  city 
! (in  the  tombs  generally),  and  that  is  one  of  the  saddest 
things  about  leprosy.  If  a man  had  leprosy  he  had  to  leave 
his  wife  and  dear  children  and  go  before  the  priest;  and 
I when  the  priest  judged  it  was  leprosy,  the  man  did  not 
dare  go  back  to  his  home,  to  his  wife  and  children,  and 
bid  them  good-bye,  but  he  had  to  take  the  nearest  street 
that  led  to  the  tombs  and  cry  as  he  went  along,  “Unclean! 
Unclean!”  Sad  indeed!  And  so  inbred  sin  will  exclude  us 
from  Heaven;  we  will  have  to  remain  outside  of  the  city, 
i out  in  the  tombs  of  eternal  destruction  and  damnation, 
unless  we  get  it  purged  out  of  our  hearts  and  souls. 

Oh,  the  awful,  terrible  death  the  leper  suffered!  You 
know  he  literally  rotted  by  degrees.  One  finger  after  an- 
other would  rot  off,  then  the  hand  drop  off  at  the  wrist, 
and  the  arm  drop  off  at  the  elbow;  the  other  hand  and 
arm  drop  off  finally  likewise.  The  toes  and  feet  sometimes 
would  rot  off  likewise,  and  this  process  of  rotting  continued 
until  what  was  left  of  the  body  would  drop  to  the  ground  in 
death,  a seething  mass  of  corruption.  God  save  us  from 
such  a terrible  death! 

Just  so  the  leprosy  of  inbred  sin  ruins  the  soul,  destroy- 
, ing  its  God-given  powers  of  usefulness,  until  at  last  that 
soul  sinks,  a rotten  moral  carcass,  into  an  eternal  burning 
: hell.  But,  thank  God,  we  may  be  cleansed  from  this  aw- 
ful leprosy  of  inbred  sin  here  and  now  in  the  day  of  mercy, 
through  the  cleansing  blood  of  Jesus  applied  by  the  al- 
mighty power  of  the  fullness  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
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There  must  be  an  Almighty  One  to  apply  the  virtue  of 
the  blood  to  our  souls  or  we  never  can  realize  any  benefit 
from  the  atonement  of  Christ.  The  Holy  Ghost,  the  third 
Person  in  the  adorable  Trinity,  is  the  executive  agent  in 
our  salvation,  who  applies  the  virtue  of  the  atoning  blood 
of  Christ  to  our  hearts,  and  works  out  in  us  that  full  sal- 
vation which  Jesus,  by  His  atonement,  purchased  for  us. 
Thus  it  is  by  His  almighty  energy  that  we  are  made  par- 
takers of  the  benefits  of  the  atonement  of  Christ. 

Now,  beloved,  do  not  forget  that  the  copious  outpouring 
of  the  anointing  oil  that  sanctified  ceremonially  always 
typified  the  copious  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  which  sancti- 
fies us  wholly. 

Now  then,  we  want  to  take  up  the  other  point. 

(5)  Scripture  declares  the  sanctifying  work  of  the  Holy 
Spirit . 

God  has  not  only  taught  us  clearly  the  cleansing  truth 
of  Pentecost  by  striking  type,  but  has  also  definitely  de- 
clared the  sanctifying  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  We  will 
now  take  up  some  references  and  go  over  them  as  briefly 
as  possible. 

Acts  15:8,  9.  Now  this  is  Peter  rehearsing  the  case  of 
righteous  Cornelius  and  his  righteous  household.  Some 
claim  that  Cornelius  was  not  saved  before  Peter  came  to 
him,  but  that  is  foolish.  I want  to  call  your  attention  to 
a few  statements.  It  is  stated,  where  the  first  reference  to 
Cornelius  is  given,  that  he  was  a man  who  prayed  always, 
always,  always.  Now  he  had  a well-ordered  prayer  life, 
praying  always.  He  did  not  pray  occasionally  as  some  pro- 
fessing people  do.  Their  religion  reminds  me  of  the  grass- 
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hopper — they  go  by  fits,  starts  and  jumps,  and  there  some- 
times is  a long  time  between  the  fits  and  starts,  too.  But 
that  man  Cornelius  was  a devout  man;  it  is  said  the  very 
first  thing,  a “DEVOUT”  man.  How  can  an  unsaved  man 
be  a devout  man?  He  cannot  do  it.  A devout  man  is  one 
who  is  godly;  it  is  only  a devout  man  who  is  godly.  And 
then  he  prayed  always — well-ordered  prayer  life;  prayed 
day  in  and  day  out  and  had  been  doing  that  for  years.  No 
man  can  have  a well-ordered  prayer  life  like  that  and  not 
get  through  to  God  for  salvation;  no,  sir.  A well-ordered 
prayer  life. 

Now  mark  you,  and  he  “FEARED  GOD.”  Dr.  Adam 
Clarke  said,  “Godly  fear  is  the  foundation  of  all  true  piety 
or  godliness.”  And  he  “feared  God  with  all  his  house- 
hold,” so  he  had  led  his  entire  family  into  salvation. 

The  men  who  went  to  Peter  said  that  Cornelius,  a right- 
eous man — not  a “just”  man,  as  it  is  in  the  Authorized 
Version,  but  a “RIGHTEOUS”  man,  as  it  is  in  the  Ameri- 
can Revised  Version.  I wanted  to  know  which  rendering 
is  correct,  “righteous”  or  “just”.  And  when  I went  back  to 
the  original  Greek  word  translated  “just”  and  “righteous” 
I found  that  it  means  one  who  is  internally  righteous,  or 
righteous  in  heart.  Then  he  had  a change  of  heart ; he  was 
born  of  the  Spirit. 

Now  God  over  and  over  says  there  is  none  righteous, 
“no  not  one.”  Paul  said  there  is  no  difference  between 
Jew  and  Gentile,  “for  all  have  sinned.”  And  the  only  way 
we  can  become  righteous  in  heart  is  by  regeneration;  Holy 
Ghost  regeneration  begets  our  hearts  anew  in  righteousness, 
plants  new  righteous  principles  in  us.  Hallelujah!  Amen. 
(The  salvation  referred  to  in  Acts  11:14  is  not  initial  sal- 
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vation  by  justification  and  regeneration,  but  final  and  1 
eternal  salvation.) 

See,  Cornelius  had  been  renewed  in  righteousness  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  but  he  had  not  received  his  Pentecost  yet,  and 
the  object  of  Peter’s  coming  was  to  give  him  further  in- 
struction and  lead  him  into  that  experience.  Now  Peter, 
speaking  of  it  in  the  8th  and  9th  verses  of  the  15th  chap- 
ter of  Acts,  said,  “God,  which  knoweth  the  hearts,  bare 
them  witness,  giving  them  the  Holy  Ghost  even  as  he  did 
unto  us.  . .purifying  their  hearts  by  faith.”  You  see  how 
clearly  that  is  put.  It  is  very  clear  and  definite. 

Now  Peter  declared  several  things  there.  You  want  to 
analyze  a text  to  get  at  the  truth  rightly.  First,  Peter 
declared  they  received  the  same  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
which  they  did  at  Pentecost — “Giving  them  the  Holy  Ghost  ; 
even  as  he  did  unto  us.”  That  settles  it.  In  the  11th 
chapter,  Peter  rehearsed  it  from  the  beginning  and  ex- 
pounded it  unto  them.  “Then  remembered  I the  word  of 
the  Lord,  how  that  he  said,  John  indeed  baptized  with 
water;  but  ye  shall  be  baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost.”  ] 
Plere  Peter,  under  Divine  inspiration,  settles  the  fact  once 
for  all  that  righteous  Cornelius  and  his  family  received 
the  same  baptism  with  the  Spirit  that  they  received  on  the 
day  of  Pentecost. 

Now  notice  next,  “Purifying  their  hearts  by  faith.”  By  j 
faith  they  received  the  Holy  Spirit  and  their  hearts  were 
purified.  Hallelujah!  Now  listen  further,  a third  thing. 
Peter  tells  you  here  definitely  that  God,  who  knew  their 
hearts,  “bare  them  witness”  (to  their  heart  cleansing);  He 
bore  them  witness — “God  which  knoweth  the  heart.”  Man 
does  not  know  the  heart.  We  cannot  tell  whether  the 
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hearts  of  our  brethren  have  been  sanctified  or  not,  and  often 
we  judge  them  and  we  say  they  do  not  have  the  experience. 
I am  careful  at  that  point.  We  cannot  see  into  the  heart 
— God  only  knows  the  heart.  He  knows  it  infinitely  well. 
He  cannot  be  deceived;  He  is  omniscient,  infinitely  wise. 
So  Peter  said,  “God,  which  knoweth  the  hearts,  bare  them 
witness;”  that  is,  witness  to  their  heart  cleansing.  Well, 
say,  God  Almighty  could  not  state  the  truth  more  clearly 
than  that.  He  settled  it  right  here. 

If  you  will  go  back  to  the  original  text  and  look  up  the 
Greek  verb  translated  “purifying,”  you  will  find  that  it  is 
in  the  aorist  tense.  The  aorist  tense  denotes  three  things: 
First,  it  denotes  a PERFECT  WORK.  It  means  a COM- 
PLETED or  FINISHED  work.  The  Holy  Spirit  selected 
that  tense  of  the  verb  here  to  express  the  COMPLETE- 
NESS of  the  CLEANSING.  Next,  the  aorist  tense  of  the 
Greek  verb  denotes  SINGLENESS  OF  ACTION.  It  al- 
ways denotes  singleness  of  action;  a work  completed  or  per- 
fected by  one  SINGLE  ACT — not  completed  by  a succes- 
sion of  acts  but  by  one  single  act.  The  aorist  tense  also 
denotes  a third  thing.  It  denotes  an  act  SHARPLY  DE- 
FINED. 

Reverend  Summers  understood  Greek  quite  well.  I was 
talking  with  him  not  long  ago  and  I called  his  attention  to 
this  fact,  and  he  said,  “That  is  absolutely  correct;  the 
aorist  tense  of  the  Greek  verb  denotes  those  three  things 
— a perfect  work,  a work  accomplished  by  one  single  act, 
and  an  act  sharply  defined,  so  you  know  when  it  happens.” 
He  said,  “When  I was  going  through  Greek  in  college,  our 
teacher  illustrated  it  to  our  class  this  way:  ‘Brother  Sum- 
mers, suppose  I were  to  draw  back  and  with  one  blow  fell

you  to  the  ground.  I would  have  completely  prostrated 
you;  you  would  be  lying  flat  on  the  ground,  perfectly 
prostrated.  A perfect  work.  And  then,  supposing  I would 
have  done  that  not  by  a succession  of  blows  but  by  one 
blow.  That  would  be  singleness  of  action.’  Then  he  said,  Tt 
would  be  an  act  sharply  defined;  you  would  know  when 
it  happened.’  ” There  you  have  it — a PERFECT 
CLEANSING,  by  ONE  MIGHTY  ACT  OF  GOD,  the 
Pentecostal  baptism  with  the  Holy  Ghost;  a perfect  work 
of  cleansing  sharply  defined  so  you  know  when  it  happens. 
You  do  not  need  to  guess  at  it,  or  have  Sister  Jones,  or 
Brother  Smith,  or  the  pastor,  come  and  tell  you,  “You 
have  it  now,  you  are  all  right;  get  up.” 

The  other  evening  we  heard  the  District  Superintendent 
of  the  Nazarene  Church  preach,  and  that  man,  in  his 
sermon,  told  us  this:  I think  it  was  two  preachers  (not 

only  one  but  two  preachers)  told  him  when  he  was  seek- 
ing holiness,  “You’ve  got  it,  you’re  all  right;  get  up.” 
He  said  he  believed  them  and  he  went  on  for  years,  but 
finally  was  undeceived  and  then  began  to  seek  for  it  with 
the  determination  that  neither  man  nor  devil  should  de- 
ceive him  again,  and  then  held  on  in  prayer  until  he  did 
receive  real  Bible  holiness. 

Now  those  two  preachers  were  guilty  of  that.  Not  only 
those  two,  but  all  over  the  country  the  preachers  are  at  it, 
and  not  only  the  preachers  but  the  laity  also,  deceiving  the 
seekers  at  the  altar.  Oh,  we  have  to  be  careful  here,  so 
careful,  when  seekers  are  at  the  altar.  As  long  as  they  keep 
their  minds  off  God  and  on  us  they  cannot  get  a thing  from 
God.  They  have  to  have  their  minds  directly  on  God  and 
take  from  Him,  by  appropriating  heart  faith,  the  bles-irg 
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they  seek.  When  you  step  in  between  God  and  seekers 
for  salvation,  or  holiness  either,  and  talk  to  them  and  get 
them  to  make  profession,  while  you  have  their  attention 
you  are  deceiving  them  as  sure  as  God  is  in  Heaven,  for 
their  mind  is  not  on  God  at  all  and  they  are  not  taking 
anything  from  Him  by  faith.  It  is  all  right  if  you  want  to 
give  Bible  instruction  to  them,  give  it  to  them;  then  back 
out  from  between  them  and  God  and  let  them  deal  with 
Him.  You  see  it,  beloved?  God  help  us  to  look  honestly 
and  squarely  at  these  things. 

Now  you  see  that  settles  it.  Pentecost  sanctifies,  puri- 
fies, gives  a clean  heart,  and  God  witnesses  to  it  and  you 
do  not  need  to  be  told  by  your  pastor  or  by  the  district 
elder  or  by  the  pope  or  king  either;  you  have  the  witness 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.  When  God  sanctified  me  in  the  woods 
that  day,  the  witness  of  the  Holy  Ghost  shone  clear  as  the 
noonday  sun  in  all  its  splendor,  and  I had  the  inward 
sense  of  cleanness — oh,  so  clean!  Hallelujah!  Nobody  can 
ever  make  me  believe  I was  never  sanctified  wholly.  I have 
heard  Bible  preachers  preach  on  holiness  and  at  every  point 
they  touched  I could  say,  “Hallelujah,  Father,  Fve  got  it! 
Thou  didst  give  it  to  me!”  And,  say,  they  could  not  touch 
a point  on  Bible  holiness  but  what  I could  say,  “Fve 
got  it.”  If  I should  backslide  now  and  make  my  bed  in 
hell  (and  it  is  possible),  I would  know  that  God  once 
sanctified  me  wholly.  “Eternal  security” — that  is  of  the 
devil.  I can  backslide,  I am  a free  agent.  When  you  get 
sanctified  wholly  God  does  not  take  away  your  free  agency ; 
you  are  still  a free  agent.  You  have  to  battle  Satan  and 
battle  demons,  too;  you  have  to  battle  a sin-cursed  world. 
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“God,  which  knoweth  the  hearts,  bare  them  witness, 
giving  them  the  Holy  Ghost  even  as  he  did  unto  us.  . . 
purifying  their  hearts  by  faith.”  Well,  there  it  is  settled. 
Pentecost  gives  pure  hearts. 

Now  that  doctor  said  in  his  book  that  there  is  not  a 
text  between  the  lids  of  the  Bible  which  teaches  that  Pen- 
tecost cleanses.  Is  that  not  strange,  when  God  went  to 
the  pains  to  make  the  thing  as  clear  as  that?  You  peo- 
ple cannot  help  seeing  that  God  put  it  exceedingly  clear. 
There  is  no  excuse  for  misunderstanding  here,  especially 
if  you  go  back  to  the  original  Greek  text. 

Just  a few  other  references,  and  then  we  will  close. 

The  next  reference  is  Rom.  15:16.  Now  you  listen  while 
I read  it,  I want  you  to  get  it  just  as  it  is.  “That  I should 
be  the  minister  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the  Gentiles,  ministering 
the  gospel  of  God,  that  the  offering  up  of  the  Gentiles 
might  be  acceptable,  being  SANCTIFIED  BY  THE 
HOLY  GHOST.”  Hallelujah!  He  is  our  Sanctifier  all 
right.  Praise  God  forever! 

Now  we  will  go  on  to  another  reference,  2 Thess.  2:13, 
“But  we  are  bound  to  give  thanks  always  to  God  for  you, 
brethren  beloved  of  the  Lord,  because  God  hath  from  the 
beginning  chosen  you  to  salvation  through  sanctification 
of  the  Spirit  and  belief  of  the  truth” — through  sanctifica- 
tion of  the  Spirit  and  belief  of  the  truth  of  God.  That  is 
plain;  it  needs  no  comments. 

Now  go  over  to  1 Pet.  1 :2,  “Elect  according  to  the  fore- 
knowledge of  God  the  Father,  through  sanctification  of 
the  Spirit,  unto  obedience  and  sprinkling  of  the  blood  of 
Jesus  Christ,”  etc.  He  calls  them  the  “elect.”  Do  you 
people  know  that  God  has  an  elect  people  in  the  world 
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today?  I am  that  much  of  a Calvinist  to  believe  that  God 
has  an  “elect”  people  in  the  world.  Who  are  they?  All 
who  are  truly  sanctified  by  the  Holy  Ghost  through  the 
blood.  Elect?  Yes.  How?  “Elect  according  to  the  fore- 
knowledge of  God.”  Not  foreordination.  Now  do  not 
get  foreordination  in  there,  it  is  false.  God  knows  all 
about  us,  but  His  foreknowledge  does  not  settle  the  false 
doctrine  of  His  foreordination.  It  is  false.  He  knows  who 
will  accept  the  Gospel;  He  knows  who  will  press  on  into 
sanctification;  He  knows  who  will  go  through;  but  His 
foreknowledge  does  not  interfere  with  our  free  agency 
whatever.  No,  no,  no.  God  cannot  interfere  with  our  free 
agency;  He  has  created  us  free  agents  and  therefore,  be- 
loved, He  will  never  force  our  wills,  never  interfere  with 
our  free  agency.  He  positively  will  not  do  it.  If  He  would 
do  that  He  would  be  working  against  Himself,  virtually 
denying  Himself,  and  a perfect  God  cannot  deny  Himself 
by  working  against  His  own  work.  I tell  you  when  God 
made  you  a free  agent  He  meant  you  to  be  a free  agent 
through  all  time  and  eternity.  “Elect  according  to  the 
foreknowledge  of  God.”  Elect?  How?  THROUGH 
SANCTIFICATION  of  the  SPIRIT  and  SPRINKLING 
of  the  BLOOD  of  JESUS;  that  is  how  you  become  the 
elect  of  God.  Through  the  sanctifying  Pentecostal  gift 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  the  cleansing  blood  of  Jesus  Christ 
you  become  the  elect  of  God.  Plallelujah! 

Now  there  is  the  outer  circle  in  Christian  experience. 
Justification  and  regeneration  bring  us  into  the  outer  circle, 
and  entire  sanctification  brings  us  into  the  inner  circle.  Is 
God  partial?  No,  sir.  God  is  inviting  every  man  and 
woman  into  the  inner  circle.  “This  is  the  will  of  God, 
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even  your  sanctification.” — 1 Thess.  4:3.  God  wills  it. 
And  Jesus  Christ,  to  sanctify  us  wholly,  suffered  without 
the  gate  and  gave  His  heart’s  blood  for  it.  (Iieb.  13:12.) 
“Come  in,  come  in.”  Of  course  we  are  free  agents,  and 
you  say,  “I  won’t  do  it,  I will  stay  in  the  outer  circle.” 
Then  you  will  lose  justifying  and  regenerating  grace  in  a 
short  time  and  be  nothing  but  a dead  professor  of  salva- 
tion. You  cannot  disobey  God’s  will  and  keep  grace  very 
long. 

Why  is  it,  then,  that  so  few  of  the  millions  professing 
Christianity  today  are  in  the  inner  circle?  Why  are  they 
in  the  outer  circle?  Because  they  will  not  press  in,  that 
is  all.  It  is  wonderful  the  light  of  holiness  that  has  been 
turned  on  the  churches  these  days;  it  has  been  spread  all 
over  the  whole  earth,  around  and  around  the  globe,  for 
some  years  past,  and  still  we  have  a whole  big  bunch  of 
preachers  who  will  not  press  in.  God  pleads  with  them 
but  they  will  not  do  it.  It  is  not  God’s  fault.  He  is  not 
a bit  partial;  He  wants  every  one  of  them  to  come  into 
the  inner  circle.  No,  He  is  not  a bit  partial. 

We  become  “elect”  through  sanctification  of  the  Spirit 
and  the  cleansing  blood  of  Jesus,  and  that  brings  us  into 
perfect  obedience  to  God.  Have  you  got  it?  It  is  all  in 
that  verse.  The  Holy  Ghost  sanctifies,  and  He  does  it 
through  the  blood. 

Now  I want  to  call  your  attention,  in  closing,  to  the 
fact  (it  is  important  that  you  get  this)  that  it  is  the  full- 
ness of  the  abiding  Comforter  that  sanctifies,  through  the 
virtue  of  the  blood,  of  course.  He  comes  in  through  the 
virtue  of  the  atoning  blood  and  He  accomplishes  His  work 
through  the  virtue  of  the  atoning  blood.  You  cannot  sepa- 
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rate  the  two.  Through  the  virtue  of  the  blood  and  by  the 
almighty  energy  of  His  sanctifying  fullness  He  sanctifies 
us  through  and  through.  Have  you  got  the  fact  that  it 
takes  the  FULLNESS  of  the  abiding  Comforter  to  sanctify 
us  wholly?  No  ordinary  blessing  will  ever  do  it. 

Doctor  Pope,  one  of  the  greatest  theologians  the  Meth- 
odist Church  ever  turned  out,  in  his  great  system  of  theol- 
ogy has  said,  “So  many  in  America  today  are  taking  a 
mere  transitory  effusion  of  Divine  grace  for  the  finished 
work  of  holiness.  There  is  an  infinite  difference  between 
a transitory  effusion  of  grace  and  the  sanctifying  fullness 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.  You  never  can  be  sanctified  wholly 
without  the  fullness  of  the  abiding  Comforter.” 

Now  let  me  give  you  a couple  references  on  that,  which 
will  make  it  pretty  clear  to  you.  God  told  Moses  that 
when  he  would  consecrate  the  tabernacle  to  Him,  accord- 
ing to  God’s  own  direction,  He  would  sanctify  the  taber- 
nacle by  His  presence  and  glory.  Now  I want  to  call  your 
attention  to  that  and  see  how  it  was  done,  and  you  will 
see  that  it  was  the  fullness  of  God’s  presence  and  glory 
that  sanctified  the  tabernacle.  (Exod.  29:44.)  “And  I 
will  sanctify  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation,  and  the 
altar:  and  I will  sanctify  also  both  Aaron  and  his  sons,  to 
minister  to  me  in  the  priest’s  office.”  Now  I want  to  read 
the  verse  preceding  the  44th.  “And  there”  (in  the  taber- 
nacle after  it  is  consecrated)  “I  will  meet  with  the  children 
of  Israel,  and  the  tabernacle  shall  be  SANCTIFIED  BY 
MY  GLORY.”  Have  you  got  that?  It  is  important  that 
you  hold  on  to  that. 

Now  let  us  go  over  to  Exod.  40:34,  35  and  see  how 
Moses  did  that  and  how  God  sanctified  it  by  His  glory. 
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When  Moses  consecrated  the  tabernacle,  dedicated  it  as 
God  directed,  “Then  a cloud  covered  the  tent  of  the  con- 
gregation, and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  FILLED  the  taber- 
nacle. And  Moses  was  not  able  to  enter  into  the  tent  of 
the  congregation  because  the  cloud  abode  thereon,  and 
the  glory  of  the  Lord  FILLED  the  tabernacle.”  See? 
God  dwelt  in  a cloud.  The  cloud  of  the  Lord  was  upon 
the  tabernacle  by  day,  and  fire  was  on  it  by  night.  He 
came  down  in  a cloud.  The  cloud  was  a symbol  of  God’s 
presence,  and  the  glory  of  Jehovah  filled  the  tabernacle. 
See,  He  sanctified  it  by  the  FULLNESS  of  His  PRES- 
ENCE AND  GLORY.  He  filled  the  tabernacle,  every 
nook  and  corner;  and  He  filled  the  curtains — they  were 
saturated  with  His  glory — and  He  filled  every  pot  and 
vessel  in  it;  He  filled  every  particle  of  space  within  that 
tabernacle;  and  by  that  fullness  of  His  glory  He  sancti- 
fied it.  It  was  the  FULLNESS  of  God’s  presence  and 
glory  that  sanctified  the  tabernacle. 

The  same  thing  happened  when  Solomon  finished  the 
temple  and  dedicated  it — the  glory  of  God  filled  the  temple 
and  Solomon  could  not  remain  in  it,  neither  could  the 
priests;  they  had  to  get  out.  Thus  God  sanctified  the 
temple. 

Now  Doctor  Pope  was  right  when  he  said  that  we  use 
the  wrong  term  when  we  say  “consecrate’’  ourselves  to 
God.  He  said  that  God  Almighty  only  can  consecrate. 
We  DEDICATE,  but  God  CONSECRATES.  We  dedi- 
cate churches  to  God’s  service,  do  we  not?  Just  so  we 
dedicate  ourselves  fully  to  God.  We  dedicate  ourselves 
to  God — spirit,  soul  and  body — and  God  takes  up  what 
we  dedicate,  so  to  speak  (if  we  do  it  right,  in  full  faith) 
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and  consecrates  us  by  sanctifying  us  and  setting  us  apart 
wholly  for  Himself  and  His  service. 

The  original  Greek  word  used  all  through  the  New  Testa- 
ment for  “sanctification”  is  “hag-a-ad-zo”.  It  means,  “to 
cleanse,  to  purify,  to  make  holy,  to  consecrate.”  We  dedi- 
cate ourselves  to  God,  you  see,  and  God  takes  us  up,  so 
to  speak,  when  we  dedicate  ourselves  fully  and  in  faith, 
and  He  sanctifies  us  wholly — spirit,  soul  and  body — and 
He  sets  us  apart  wholly  for  Himself  and  His  holy  service, 
and  thus  He  consecrates  us.  But  it  takes  the  FULLNESS 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  to  do  that.  The  Tabernacle  and  the 
temple  were  sanctified  by  the  FULLNESS  of  God’s  pres- 
ence. Now  mark  you,  it  is  said  that  at  Pentecost  “they 
were  all  FILLED  with  the  Holy  Ghost.” 

Say,  beloved,  in  the  woods  that  day  God  so  filled  me 
that  I could  not  hold  it.  I had  to  cry  to  God  to  stay  His 
hand  or  enlarge  the  vessel.  I felt  my  body  would  break 
into  fragments  under  the  mighty  pressure  of  the  fullness  of 
the  Holy  Ghost.  I said,  “0  God,  I can’t  hold  it,  I can’t 
hold  it.  Stay  Thy  hand  or  enlarge  the  vessel.”  It  is  won- 
derful! Wonderful! 

Finney  was  filled  like  that.  Moody,  in  New  York  City, 
was  filled  like  that.  Two  old  women  in  Chicago  started 
to  pray  for  Moody.  He  loved  those  two  women  because 
they  were  such  saints,  but  he  said  to  them,  “I  am  saved, 
why  pray  for  me?  Pray  for  sinners.”  They  said,  “You 
need  the  baptism  with  the  Holy  Ghost.”  He  said,  “I 
wondered  for  a while  what  they  meant.  But  there  came  at 
last  a great  hunger  into  my  soul  in  answer  to  those  women’s 
prayers,  a mighty  hunger,  and  I thought  I could  not  live 
any  longer  without  the  Pentecostal  baptism  and  fullness 
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of  the  abiding  Comforter.  Then  came  the  Chicago  fire 
and  we  were  burned  out  and  hundreds  burned  out  of  house 
and  home.  They  sent  me  to  New  York  City  to  beg  for 
the  homeless  in  Chicago,  but  my  heart  was  not  in  it;  I 
could  not  beg.  I felt  that  I could  not  live  if  God  did  not 
cleanse  and  fill  me  with  the  Holy  Ghost.”  He  said,  “One 
day  I cried  like  that  when  I was  going  up  Broadway,  and 
in  a flash  the  Holy  Ghost  came  on  me  and  He  filled  me.  I 
did  not  want  to  make  any  demonstration  there  on  the  street, 
so  I caught  hold  of  a lamp  post  and  held  on,  shaking  from 
head  to  foot  under  the  power  of  the  Spirit.  I finally  let 
go  of  the  lamp  post  and  hastened  to  the  hotel  and  to  my 
room,  where  I fell  flat  on  the  floor.  I cannot  express  it; 
I can  only  say  God  so  blessed  and  filled  me  that  I could 
not  hold  it  but  had  to  cry  to  God  to  stay  His  hand  or 
enlarge  the  vessel.  It  was  wonderful!” 

“And  now,”  Moody  said,  “I  have  gone  on  preaching  the 
same  sermons  I preached  before;  whereas  few  were  saved 
before  now  they  come  in  by  the  hundreds.”  He  said,  “All 
may  have  this  Pentecostal  fullness  if  they  are  willing  to  be 
emptied  of  self  and  sin.” 

That  was  Finney’s  source  of  power;  he  was  so  filled  he 
had  to  cry  like  that. 

Say,  beloved,  it  takes  the  FULLNESS  of  the  Sanctifier 
to  sanctify  you  wholly.  You  know  your  whole  being  is 
the  subject  of  sanctification — spirit,  soul  and  body.  Paul, 
in  his  letter  to  the  Thessalonians,  prayed,  “The  very  God 
of  peace  himself  sanctify  you  wholly”  (W-h-o-l-l-y — that 
means  “entirely,  completely”) ; “and  I pray  God  your  whole 
spirit  and  soul  and  body  be  preserved  blameless.”  Be 
“sanctified  wholly”  and  “preserved  blameless.”  Your

whole  body  is  filled,  your  whole  soul  is  filled,  your  whole 
spirit  is  filled,  when  you  get  the  sanctifying  FULLNESS 
of  the  abiding  Comforter.  Dr.  Adam  Clarke  said,  “What 
God  completely  fills,  sin  cannot  remain  in.” 

It  is  the  FULLNESS  that  cleanses,  through  the  virtue  of 
the  blood — not  an  ordinary  effusion  of  Divine  grace,  but 
the  FULLNESS  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

D.  L.  Moody  well  said  that  all  may  have  this  fullness 
if  they  are  only  willing  to  be  EMPTIED  OF  SELF  (sin- 
ful self)  and  SIN  (inbred  sin).  Our  Calvinistic  friends 
say,  “No,  not  emptied,  not  cleansed  from  the  sin  principle; 
you  get  the  fullness  of  the  Spirit  on  top  of  the  sin  principle, 
repressing,  counteracting  and  rendering  it  inoperative.” 
This  is  positively  not  true  as  to  the  state  of  Bible  holiness; 
it  is  both  unscriptural  and  unphilosophical.  We  have  al- 
ready shown  that  Scripture  teaches  over  and  over  again 
the  purging  out  of  inbred  sin  and  all  its  defilement.  As  for 
philosophy,  it  is  most  emphatically  against  such  a thought. 
One  of  the  old  settled  axioms  of  philosophy  is  that  you  can- 
not fill  a given  space  with  more  than  one  thing  at  a time. 
As  long  as  a vessel  is  even  partly  filled  with  anything  you 
cannot  fill  it  completely  with  any  one  thing  without  emp- 
tying it  first  of  all  that  may  be  in  it. 

I call  the  Calvinistic  theory  the  “Jack-in-the-box  theory.” 
You  know  Jack  is  fastened  on  springs  in  the  box,  and  when 

I you  press  the  lid  down  you  press  Jack  down  into  the  box 
and  then  you  snap  the  lid  down.  Then  you  give  the  box 
to  some  one  to  open,  who  does  not  know  that  Jack  is  in  it, 
and  when  he  unsnaps  the  lid  Jack  jumps  up  and  frightens 
him.  Jack  represents  the  sin  principle,  or  inbred  sin,  or,  as 
Paul  calls  it,  the  “Old  Man.”  You  try  to  repress  it  or

counteract  it  or  render  it  inoperative  and  at  times  it  will 
jump  up  and  frighten  you  or  the  other  fellow.  You  hand 
me  that  box  and  tell  me  to  fill  it  completely  with  sugar 
(God’s  grace).  I would  say,  “You  are  foolish.  How  can 
I fill  it  COMPLETELY  with  Jack  in  it  taking  up  the 
larger  part  of  the  space?”  But  suppose  I take  hold  of 
Jack  by  the  head  and  pull  him  out  of  the  box,  then  I could 
fill  it  with  sugar,  but  not  until  I pull  Jack  out. 

The  great  Dr.  Adam  Clarke  was  right  when  he  said, 
“What  God  COMPLETELY  FILLS  sin  CANNOT  RE- 
MAIN IN.”  It  must  go  out,  if  the  heart  is  to  be  FILLED 
with  God.  The  very  fullness  of  God  will  exclude  it  or  cast 
it  out.  Praise  God  forever!  Amen. 
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SERMON  III 

II.  IT  IS  THE  HOLY  SPIRIT  IN  HIS  ENDUING 
FULLNESS,  ENDUING  THE  BELIEVER: 

(1)  With  a Fullness  of  the  Fruit  of  the  Spirit; 

(2)  With  Divine  Power; 

(3)  With  Divine  Wisdom; 

(4)  With  Holy  Boldness,  Courage  and  Liberty. 

* * * * 

II.  IT  IS  THE  HOLY  SPIRIT  IN  HIS  ENDUING 
FULLNESS. 

We  have  the  enduement  term  of  Jesus  in  Luke  24:49, 
“Tarry  ye  at  Jerusalem  until  ye  be  ENDUED  with  power 
from  on  high.”  You  see,  as  to  the  Pentecostal  blessing, 
there  are  two  sides:  the  cleansing  side  and  the  enduement 
side.  In  my  first  sermon  I drew  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  Jesus  has  given  us  two  TERMS  for  the  Pentecostal 
gift  of  the  Spirit.  He  has  given  us  BAPTISM  (that  is  the 
CLEANSING  term  for  the  cleansing  side),  and  then  He 
has  given  us  the  term  I have  already  quoted,  ENDUE- 
MENT (that  is  for  the  enduement  side) — “Tarry.  . .until 
ye  be  ENDUED  with  power  from  on  high.”  Here  are 
two  terms  representing  the  two  sides  of  the  Pentecostal 
blessing. 

I also  called  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  God  has 
given  us  two  TYPES  as  well  as  two  terms,  and  the  two 
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TYPES  represent  the  twofold  side  of  the  Pentecostal  ex- 
perience, the  same  as  the  two  terms.  There  is  the  FIRE 
type  on  the  day  of  Pentecost  that  stands  definitely  for 
CLEANSING.  Then  there  is  the  CYCLONE  type  that 
stands  for  the  ENDUEMENT  side.  “Enduement”  means 
“power”  always;  it  is  an  addition  of  strength,  power,  etc. 
Praise  God!  Now  do  not  forget  that  God’s  Pentecostal 
type  for  the  enduement  side  is  a CYCLONE.  I mentioned 
that  in  my  first  sermon,  I think. 

Note  what  is  said  in  the  second  chapter  of  Acts,  “And 
suddenly  there  came  a sound  from  heaven  as  of  a rushing 
mighty  wind,  and  it  filled  all  the  house  where  they  were 
sitting.”  See  it?  What  does  that  mean?  Cyclone.  You 
know  one  of  the  five  striking  Bible  types  of  the  Spirit  is 
wind.  Here  it  is  a miraculous  sound  as  of  wind  rushing 
with  cyclonic  power,  so  to  speak.  I have  been  told  by 
men  from  parts  of  your  western  country  where  they  have 
cyclones  that  you  can  hear  the  rushing  sound  of  the  cyclone 
several  miles  away.  Well,  there  you  have  it — “And  sudden- 
ly there  came  a sound  from  heaven  as  of  a rushing  mighty 
wind.”  A cyclone  is  one  of  the  most  striking  types  of  the 
enduement  side  of  the  Pentecostal  gift  of  the  Spirit  that 
God  could  select,  for  a cyclone  is  one  of  the  mightiest  things 
in  nature.  When  a good-sized  cyclone  swoops  down  on  a 
village  it  will  take  the  houses  and  lift  them  from  their 
foundations,  tear  them  to  pieces  and  scatter  them  all  along 
its  track.  It  will  swoop  down  on  the  railroad  track  and 
take  up  those  massive  steel  rails  like  straws  and  drop  them 
along  its  path.  Oh,  it  is  a powerful  thing,  powerful!  And 
then  when  a cyclone  strikes  things  they  move  suddenly, 
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very  suddenly.  I do  not  see  that  God  could  take  from  all 
nature  a more  striking  type  for  the  enduement  side  of  the 
Pentecostal  gift  of  the  Spirit  than  a cyclone. 

Now  the  trouble  with  our  beloved  Calvinistic  brethren 
is  that  they  have  a one-sided  Pentecost  only — it  is  endue- 
ment, enduement  only;  they  deny  the  cleansing.  But, 
hallelujah,  we  are  in  for  a whole  Pentecost!  Glory  to 
God!  We  take  God’s  Pentecost  just  as  He  gives  it  in  His 
Word,  with  its  twofold  side. 

But  now,  what  about  this  enduement  side?  Well,  let 
us  look  at  these  references: 

( 1 ) Enduing  the  believer  with  the  fullness  of  the  fruit  of 
the  Spirit . We  will  turn  first  to  Gal.  5:22,  23,  there  we 
have  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit.  I would  like  to  have  you  all 
turn  to  it,  beloved,  and  follow  me  in  the  reading  and  see 
that  I get  it  right. 

“But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  long- 
suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness,  temper- 
ance: against  such  there  is  no  law.”  “No  law” — they  do 
not  need  it,  they  have  the  law  written  in  their  hearts. 
Now  that  is  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit. 

“But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love.  . .”  Some  of  our 
commentators,  commenting  on  this,  have  drawn  our  atten- 
tion to  this  fact,  beloved,  that  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  here 
is  declared  to  be  LOVE,  and  that  all  these  others  men- 
tioned here  are  different  phases  of  love,  of  perfect  love. 
Notice,  if  you  please,  very  briefly,  “But  the  fruit  of  the 
Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace.  . .”  Now  they  say  that  JOY  is 
LOVE  EXULTANT  or  LOVE  REJOICING.  PEACE  is 
the  next,  and  that  is  LOVE  RECLINING.  It  is  the  same 
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sheep;  the  same  lamb  that  was  skipping  for  joy  on  the 
hillside  is  now  lying  down  in  the  meadow,  in  the  beautiful 
green  pastures  by  the  still  waters.  The  same  sheep,  I say. 
The  same  love  that  rejoiced  with  ecstasy  is  now  reclining 
peacefully  by  still  waters.  Now  ecstasy  of  joy  will  inva- 
riably subside  sooner  or  later  into  a deep,  abiding  peace. 
PRAISE  God  for  the  ABIDING  peace  of  perfect  love! 

Well,  what  is  next?  The  next  is  LONGSUFFERING. 
Now  they  say  LONGSUFFERING  is  LOVE’S  PA- 
TIENCE, love’s  patience  under  trial.  Hallelujah!  When 
you  get  perfect  love  you  will  have  it,  beloved;  you  can 
suffer  long,  as  Paul  says  in  Corinthians,  and  still  be  kind. 

What  next?  GENTLENESS.  Well,  they  say  that  is 
LOVE’S  MANNERS.  Glory  to  God!  And  it  is!  If  you 
have  perfect  love,  the  fullness  of  God’s  love,  you  will  be 
gentle,  very  gentle  to  all.  That  will  be  your  manners. 

Well,  what  next?  The  next  is  GOODNESS.  That  is 
LOVE’S  PRACTICE.  A man  or  woman  who  enjoys  per- 
fect love  will  be  seeking  to  do  good  to  everybody  around; 
they  will  be  good  to  all  of  God’s  creatures;  they  will  de- 
light in  goodness. 

What  is  the  next?  It  is  FAITH.  FAITH  is  LOVE’S 
CONFIDENCE.  If  you  have  perfect  love  you  have  full- 
ness of  faith  in  God,  or,  in  other  words,  you  have  perfect 
confidence  in  God.  It  cannot  be  otherwise.  If  you  love 
anybody  with  all  your  heart  and  soul  you  have  all  confi- 
dence in  him,  and  if  you  are  mistrusting  him  you  do  not 
love  him  very  much;  no,  sir!  The  more  you  love  a man 
the  more  you  can  trust  him.  The  more  you  love  God  the 
more  you  can  trust  Him,  or  the  greater  is  your  confidence 
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in  Him.  Fullness  of  Divine  love  means  fullness  of  faith 
every  time.  It  is  love’s  confidence. 

Next?  MEEKNESS.  Humility  and  meekness  are 
LOVE’S  DISPOSITION.  Glory  to  God!  When  you  have 
perfect  love  it  is  your  very  disposition  to  be  humble  and 
meek.  You  could  not  be  anything  else,  for  it  is  love’s  dis- 
position. 

Well,  now  we  will  close,  beloved,  with  this  statement, 
with  the  last  that  Paul  mentions  here,  TEMPERANCE. 
The  original  Greek  word  here  definitely  means  EFFEC- 
TUAL SELF-CONTROL,  and,  beloved,  that  is  the  very 
essence  of  all  true  temperance,  effectual  self-control. 
Every  place  in  the  New  Testament  where  you  find  “tem- 
perance,” in  the  original  it  is  the  same  word  and  it  means 
“effectual  self-control;”  effectual  self-control  of  every  power 
and  passion  of  spirit,  soul  and  body.  No  passion  is  run- 
ning off  with  you  now  and  getting  you  into  sinful  channels, 
no,  sir;  now  you  have  your  moral  equilibrium.  What  is 
that?  Your  “even  balance.”  Oh,  when  the  Holy  Ghost 
sanctifies  and  takes  up  His  position  as  abiding  Comforter 
in  the  consciousness  of  the  soul,  do  you  know  He  not  only 
sanctifies  and  cleanses  from  inbred  sin  all  the  passions  of 
spirit,  soul  and  body,  but  He  also  brings  those  passions 
back  into  their  God-designed  and  holy  channels  and  keeps 
them  running  there.  Thus  He  regulates  all  of  the  passions, 
giving  the  moral  equilibrium  to  the  whole  man.  Is  that 
not  fine?  Oh,  bless  God! 

It  is  all  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit,  beloved.  And  to  be  filled 
with  the  Spirit,  as  you  are  when  you  receive  Him  in  His 
Pentecostal  fullness  and  power,  is  to  be  filled  with  His 
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fruit.  You  cannot  be  filled  with  Him  without  being  filled 
with  His  fruit;  it  is  an  utter  impossibility. 

Now  let  us  take  a reference  or  two  on  that  point.  The 
Pentecostal  gift  or  fullness  of  the  Spirit  brings  a fullness  of 
Divine  love.  Now  listen.  “Because  the  love  of  God  is 
shed  abroad  in  our  hearts  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  is  giv- 
en unto  us.” — Rom.  5:5.  Now,  mark  you,  that  is  the 
GIFT  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  that  is  not  conversion  here. 
Settle  that  in  your  mind.  You  must  settle  that  first  be- 
fore you  can  understand  the  text.  It  is  the  gift  of  the 
Spirit.  The  text  says,  “By  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  is 
GIVEN  unto  us.’  The  Pentecostal  GIFT  of  the  Spirit, 
you  see.  The  original  Greek  word  translated  “shed”  is 
wonderfully  significant.  The  Greek  word  means  “to  flow 
greedily  like  a flood.”  Praise  the  Lord!  That  is  strong, 
is  it  not?  Very  expressive — to  flow  greedily  just  like  a 
flood.  Now  let  us  give  the  text  with  that  interpretation. 
“Because  the  love  of  God  hath  flooded  our  hearts  by  the 
Holy  Spirit,  which  is  given  unto  us.”  Real  flood  tide,  an 
overflowing  flood  tide.  You  cannot  get  the  Pentecostal 
baptism,  or  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  without  getting  perfect 
love.  It  produces  the  flood  tide  of  Divine  love  in  the 
heart.  Filled  with  Him  you  are  filled  with  love,  which  is 
His  fruit;  flooded  with  it.  Praise  God  forever!  Amen! 

“Faith”  is  the  next.  To  be  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost, 
as  we  are  when  we  receive  His  Pentecostal  fullness  and 
power,  is  to  be  filled  with  faith.  In  Acts  6:5  you  have  it, 
and  also  in  Acts  11:24.  The  one  has  reference  to  Barna- 
bas and  the  other  to  Stephen.  It  is  said  of  both  of  them 
that  they  were  FILLED  with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  with 
faith.  Barnabas  “was  a good  man  and  full  of  the  Holy 
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Ghost  and  of  faith.”  There  you  have  it.  Doctor  Keen, 
that  great  holiness  preacher  of  the  Methodist  Church  (he 
is  now  in  Glory — he  was  a blessed  man  of  God,  a great 
interpreter  of  God’s  Word),  said  Barnabas  and  Stephen  both 
were  filled  with  faith  because  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost. 
See?  Fullness  of  faith  comes  as  a natural  result  of  the 
Pentecostal  fullness  of  the  Spirit.  Doctor  Keen  said  when 
you  get  the  real  Pentecostal  fullness  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
you  have  fullness  of  faith  and  there  is  no  longer  that 
struggle  and  grinding  to  work  up  faith.  Faith  is  natural 
to  you  now;  it  is  just  like  breathing.  It  works  automati- 
cally, so  to  speak.  Before  you  reach  Pentecost  you  have 
awful  struggles  to  work  up  faith;  the  preacher  has  a 
struggle  to  work  up  faith  for  a meeting  and  some  do  not 
get  much  worked  up  and  do  not  get  much  of  a revival; 
but,  glory  be  to  God,  when  you  get  the  Holy  Ghost  in  His 
real  Pentecostal  fullness  and  power  you  have  fullness  of 
faith!  And,  say,  you  often  shout  the  victory,  as  Doctor 
Keen  said,  before  you  begin  the  battle,  or  the  meeting. 

I was  on  my  way  to  Jersey  Shore  in  Pennsylvania  to  be- 
gin a revival  for  the  Evangelical  Church  years  ago.  I was 
talking  with  God  all  along  on  the  train.  I was  not  paying 
attention  to  the  people.  God  was  wonderfully  blessing  me. 
I was  talking  to  Him  about  the  meeting.  I was  anxious 
to  see  Him  greatly  glorified  in  the  revival.  He  blessed  me 
and  the  Holy  Ghost  just  strengthened  my  faith.  I said, 
“Hallelujah,  Father,  I feel  it,  I feel  it!  Victory  is  com- 
ing, victory  is  coming!”  Beloved,  I almost  had  to  grab 
hold  of  the  seat  to  keep  from  shouting.  I did  not  want  to 
scare  the  people  in  the  train.  When  I reached  Jersey 
Shore  I claimed  the  victory.  My  first  sermon  was  Sunday 
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morning  and  I preached  on  the  baptism  with  the  Holy 
Spirit.  Do  you  know  that  vast  congregation  was  melted 
all  up;  they  began  to  cry  like  children  all  through  the 
church.  I had  not  intended  to  give  an  invitation  to  the 
altar,  but  the  Holy  Ghost  said,  “Invite  them  to  the  altar,” 
and  I did,  and  such  a scene!  Why,  they  came  stringing 
up  the  aisle,  every  aisle  was  filled;  they  filled  up  the  altar 
rail  from  side  to  side,  and  some  kneeled  next  to  them,  and 
all  the  altar  space  was  filled;  and  then  they  kneeled  around 
the  front  pews,  and  in  the  aisle  part  way  back  in  the  church. 
Oh,  what  weeping  and  wrestling  in  prayer  for  the  Pente- 
costal baptism  with  the  Holy  Spirit!  And,  say,  quite  a 
number  pressed  into  the  sanctifying  fullness  of  the  Spirit, 
and  the  revival  went  on  and  on  in  wonderful  power.  I 
think  we  were  six  weeks  in  that  place.  Over  a hundred 
souls  were  graciously  saved,  and  fifty  or  sixty  of  the  best 
members  of  the  church  sanctified  wholly  in  the  old-time 
way.  Glory  to  God!  Say,  I have  often  shouted  the  vic- 
tory before  I got  to  a place  to  begin  the  meeting.  Now, 
it  was  not  of  me,  it  was  the  faith  the  Spirit  gives;  it  was 
the  Holy  Ghost  fullness  of  faith.  That  is  a wonderful 
enduement,  brother,  is  it  not,  the  fullness  of  faith?  Glory 
to  God! 

You  know  what  Jesus  said  when  the  disciples  prayed  for 
Jesus  to  increase  their  faith — “Have  the  faith  of  God.” 
That  is  the  literal  rendering  there.  Doctor  Simpson,  of  the 
Missionary  Alliance,  said  the  literal  rendering  of  that  text 
is,  “Have  the  faith  of  God.”  There  is  much  in  that.  Your 
faith  breaks  down,  more  or  less,  and  what  you  need  is  the 
faith  of  Jesus.  Praise  God!  His  faith  never  broke  down. 
You  get  the  Holy  Ghost  in  His  Pentecostal  fullness  and 
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He  will  fill  you  with  the  faith  of  Jesus.  Oh,  glory  to  God! 
I want  to  be  filled  with  the  faith  of  Jesus.  Now  that  is 
the  work  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Over  in  1 Cor.,  12th  chapter,  you  have  the  gifts  of  the 
Spirit  mentioned  by  Paul,  and  one  of  them  is  the  gift  of 
faith.  The  original  word  there  is  “charisma.”  It  means  a 
miraculous  faculty,  a miraculous  faith  imparted  to  us  by 
the  Holy  Spirit.  When  the  Holy  Ghost  pours  God’s  faith 
right  into  your  natural  gift  of  faith  it  lifts  it  to  the  point  of 
fullness,  and  now  to  believe  with  all  the  heart  is  easy  and 
delightful.  Oh,  glory  to  God! 

This  Pentecostal  enduement,  you  see,  is  more  than  power. 
So  many  see  only  the  enduement  of  power.  Most  of  our 
great  writers  stop  at  power  only.  It  is  much  more  than 
enduement  of  power.  Of  course  faith  means  power,  but 
they  mean  the  secret  Pentecostal  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

The  next  point  is  “patience.”  1 Cor.  13:4-7,  “Divine  love 
suffereth  long,  and  is  kind.”  The  English  word  “charity” 
is  not  strong  enough.  The  original  Greek  word  is  “agapa” 
and  that  Greek  word  “agapa”  is  used  all  through  the  New 
Testament  for  God’s  love.  You  have  it  in  Rom.  5:5,  “Be- 
cause the  love  of  God  is  shed  abroad  in  our  hearts  by  the 
Holy  Ghost,  which  is  given  unto  us.”  And  then  in  the 
Gospel,  in  the  words  of  Jesus,  you  have  it  translated  prop- 
erly. Jesus  said,  “The  love  of  God  is  not  in  you.”  See, 
there  it  is  translated  properly  again — “agapa”,  “love  o* 
God;”  same  word.  Here  in  1 Cor.  13th  chapter,  “agapa” 
should  have  been  translated  “divine  love.”  Now  listen. 
“For  divine  love  suffereth  long  and  is  kind.  . .beareth  all 
things.  . .endureth  all  things.”  Is  that  not  wonderful? 
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Doctor  Clarke,  commenting  on  the  words,  “suffereth  long 
and  is  kind,”  said,  “It  is  just  like  this,  you  cannot  get  to 
the  end  of  the  longsuffering  or  Divine  patience  of  the  man 
or  woman  who  is  filled  with  the  Spirit  and  has  perfect 
love.”  He  said  the  persecutor  may  be  heaping  on  his  perse- 
cution, and  heaping  it  on  and  heaping  it  on,  hoping  to 
reach  the  end  of  the  man’s  longsuffering,  hoping  to  break 
down  his  patience  and  get  him  cranky  and  get  a quarrel 
out  of  him,  but,  say,  after  he  has  persecuted  and  perse- 
cuted and  then  thinks  he  must  be  at  the  end  of  the  man’s 
longsuffering,  what  does  he  get?  Nothing  but  kindness. 
Glory  to  God!  “Suffereth  long.  . .beareth  all  things.  . . 
endureth  all  things.”  Say,  when  you  have  the  Pentecostal 
fullness  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  fullness  of  Divine  love,  let 
me  tell  you,  beloved,  you  have  a fullness  of  Divine  pa- 
tience that  will  keep  you  sweet  under  all  provocation  and 
you  will  not  be  throwing  interrogation  points  at  God  either 
and  say,  “Lord,  why  didst  Thou  let  this  sickness  come 
upon  me?  Why  must  I suffer  so  much,  Lord?  I can’t 
understand  it,  Lord.”  Throwing  interrogation  points  at 
God — how  many  do  that?  But  when  you  get  perfect  love 
you  have  such  a fullness  and  sweetness  of  Divine  patience 
that  you  never  throw  a single  interrogation  point  at  God 
any  more.  When  you  strike  the  bed  of  affliction  you  say, 
“Amen,  Lord;  Thou  art  teaching  me  a lesson.  I am  willing 
to  lie  here  until  I learn  the  lesson,”  and  when  you  finally 
get  the  lesson  you  will  rise  up  from  that  bed  with  a shout 
of  praise  and  thanksgiving.  You  are  perfectly  submissive 
to  God  now  in  all  things  and  you  now  sing  with  joy : 
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“Perfect  submission,  perfect  delight, 

Visions  of  rapture  now  burst  on  my  sight; 

Angels  descending,  bring  from  above 
Echoes  of  mercy,  whispers  of  love. 99 

HALLELUJAH!  Amen! 

I would  like  to  sing  it  all.  The  next  verse  starts  the 
same  way — “Perfect  submission,  all  is  at  rest.”  It  is  all  at 
rest  in  here;  I have  no  quarrel  with  God  any  more.  There 
is  not  the  least  bit  of  an  interrogation  point  in  here  any 
more;  perfectly  satisfied.  Hallelujah! 

Fanny  Crosby,  the  writer  of  that  song,  with  all  her  blind- 
ness said  she  never  complained,  never  felt  like  complaining, 
but  said,  “Amen,  Lord,  Thy  will  be  done.”  Oh,  that  is  the 
blessed  FULLNESS  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

(2)  Enduing  the  believer  likewise  with  Divine  power . 

“But  tarry  ye  at  Jerusalem  until  ye  be  endued  with 
power  from  on  high.” — Luke  24:49.  It  is  Divine  power, 
the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Bless  God  forever! 

Now  then,  turn  to  Acts  1 :5,  “John  truly  baptized  with 
water;  but  ye  shall  be  baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost  not 
many  days  hence.”  And  verse  8,  “But  ye  shall  receive 
power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you.” 
Power.  The  original  Greek  word  here  is  “dunamis.”  What 
about  that?  Why,  “dunamis”  means  “dynamite;”  from 
that  Greek  word  “dunamis”  we  have  derived  the  English 
word  “dynamite.”  Doctor  Dubbs,  the  most  profound 
Bible  student  and  preacher  that  I have  ever  heard,  said, 
“Do  you  know  there  is  a dynamite  blessing  in  the  Gospel?” 
Referring  us  to  this  text  he  said  the  literal  rendering  of 
the  text  is  “dynamite” — “Ye  shall  receive  DYNAMITE 
after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you.”  It  is  Holy 
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Ghost  dynamite;  it  is  infinitely  mightier  then  literal  dy- 
namite. It  is  Almighty  dynamite. 

Jesus  here  speaks  of  the  PERSONAL  Holy  Spirit  com- 
ing upon  them  and  into  them.  (See  John  14:16,  17.) 
When  you  receive  the  blessed  Holy  Ghost  into  the  con- 
sciousness of  your  soul  as  abiding  Comforter,  this  power 
streams  out  from  His  personal  presence  in  you.  He  does 
not  make  you  a storage  battery  of  His  power.  You  have 
the  Almighty  dynamo  in  you  when  you  have  the  Holy 
Ghost  in  you.  Hallelujah!  And  the  power,  as  the  great 
Bishop  Dubbs  said,  streams  right  out  from  the  very  pres- 
ence of  the  Holy  Ghost  in  you.  It  streams  out  sometimes 
through  the  countenance  and  through  the  actions.  Finney’s 
very  looks,  as  well  as  his  actions,  frequently  brought  con- 
viction to  sinners,  but  it  streamed  out  especially  through 
his  words  until  sinners  fell  to  the  floor  and  cried  out  to  God 
for  mercy.  Finney  went  into  that  factory  on  one  occasion, 
and  he  was  looking  at  the  machinery  and  had  not  spoken  a 
word  to  any  of  the  workers  there.  Finally  when  he  looked 
up  he  saw  women  weeping,  then  men  began  to  weep.  Then 
the  foreman  of  the  mill  came  up  and  Finney  said,  “Will 
you  please  shut  down  the  mill  until  I have  prayer  with 
these  people?  See,  they  are  weeping.”  The  foreman  said, 
“I  will  do  it,  Mr.  Finney.”  They  gathered  the  workers  in 
a large  room  in  the  mill  and  there  Finney  prayed  with 
them  and  several  got  into  the  experience  of  salvation.  He 
had  not  spoken  a word,  but  his  very  looks  brought  convic- 
tion—the  Holy  Spirit’s  power  streaming  out  through  his 
very  looks  and  his  very  actions  as  he  moved  around  through 
that  mill.  Often  when  he  preached  people  would  drop 
from  their  seats  to  the  floor  in  smashing  conviction. 
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Oh,  I have  prayed  and  prayed  and  begged  the  Holy 
Ghost  to  help  me  to  know  how  to  lie  passive  in  His  hands 
as  Finney  did,  so  He  could  pour  His  power  out  through  me 
like  that.  I have  seen  thousands  of  sinners  saved,  and 
thousands  of  believers  sanctified  wholly,  but,  oh,  it  ought  to 
have  been  ten  or  a hundred  times  more  than  it  has  been. 
Do  you  know  that  we,  as  channels  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  of 
His  power,  must  know  how  to  yield  ourselves  fully  to  Him, 
and  how  to  lie  passive  in  His  hands  so  He  can  just  use  us 
in  His  own  way  and  pour  His  wonderful  power  through  us 
as  He  did  through  Finney  and  many  others?  Oh,  that 
God  may  make  us  perfect  unobstructed  channels  of  the 
Spirit!  The  cry  of  my  heart  for  years  has  been,  “O  Lord, 
make  me  a complete  and  unobstructed  channel  of  the 
Spirit’s  power  and  grace.” 

Power  comes  from  Him,  from  His  presence  in  the  soul. 
And  I want  to  say  to  you  right  here,  you  cannot  get  that 
mighty  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  without  having  Him. 
You  must  go  to  Pentecost  to  get  Him,  and  you  must  “tarry” 
until  you  get  HIM,  the  blessed  personal  abiding  Com- 
forter. 

(3)  Enduing  the  believer  also  with  divine  wisdom. 

John  14:16,  17,  26  and  16:13,  14.  These  are  the  words 
of  Jesus,  and  I do  love  the  words  of  Jesus.  I love  the 
whole  Bible,  it  is  inspired;  but  to  me  the  words  of  Jesus 
are  the  sweetest.  Now  listen  while  I read  it,  beloved. 
“And  I will  pray  the  Father,  and  he  will  give  you  another 
Comforter,  that  he  may  abide  with  you  forever;  even  the 
Spirit  of  truth;  whom  the  world  cannot  receive,  because  it 
seeth  him  not,  neither  knoweth  him;  but  ye  know  him;  for 
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he  dwelleth  with  you,  and  shall  be  in  you.”  Now  listen 
further,  if  you  please,  to  the  26th  verse.  “But  the  Com- 
forter, which  is  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom  the  Father  will 
send  in  my  name,  he  shall  TEACH  you  ALL  THINGS, 
and  bring  all  things  to  your  remembrance,  whatsoever  I 
have  said  unto  you.”  Now  that  is  sweeping,  is  it  not? 
When  you  get  up  to  Pentecost  and  you  receive  Him  in  His 
sanctifying  and  enduing  fullness  as  abiding  Comforter 
into  the  consciousness  of  your  soul,  He  will  “TEACH 
YOU  ALL  THINGS,”  and  so  on. 

Now  go  over  to  the  16th  chapter,  13th  and  14th  verses, 
“Howbeit  when  he,  the  Spirit  of  truth,  is  come,  he  will 
GUIDE  you  into  ALL  TRUTH:  for  he  shall  not  speak 
of  himself;  but  whatsoever  he  shall  hear,  that  shall  he 
speak:  and  he  will  shew  you  things  to  come.  He  shall  glo- 
rify me:  for  he  shall  receive  of  MINE,  and  shall  SHEW 
IT  UNTO  YOU.”  Hallelujah!  See  it?  Here  is  Divine 
wisdom.  When  He  comes  in  He  will  teach  you  all  things. 
That  is  sweeping.  Of  course  it  means  all  spiritual  things, 
for  He  is  the  Holy  Spirit  and  what  He  teaches  is  spiritual 
— He  will  teach  you  all  spiritual  things.  And  listen  again 
—“He  will  GUIDE  you  into  ALL  TRUTH.”  Listen 
again — “He  will  take  of  mine  and  SHEW  IT  UNTO 
YOU.”  Hallelujah!  Is  that  not  blessed? 

Many  years  ago  when  I was  in  the  Evangelical  Church 
in  the  East  and  God  was  sweeping  us  along  in  mighty 
victory  in  revivals,  some  of  the  preachers  got  jealous  of 
our  success  and  said,  “He  preaches  the  Holy  Ghost  too 
much  and  doesn’t  preach  Jesus  enough.”  I preached  Je- 
sus more  than  they  did  but  they  had  to  say  something  so 
they  said,  “He  preaches  the  Holy  Ghost  too  much  and 
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ought  to  preach  Jesus  more.”  I just  thought,  “My  pre- 
cious brethren,  God  bless  your  dear  hearts.  If  you  are  to 
know  Jesus  fully  you  must  have  the  Pentecostal  fullness  of 
the  abiding  Comforter  to  reveal  Him  fully  unto  you.”  He 
will  guide  you  and  teach  you,  “He  shall  receive  of  mine, 
and  shall  shew  it  unto  you.”  Oh,  I knew  Jesus  before  I 
got  the  fullness  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  He  was  sweet  to  me  be- 
fore I reached  my  personal  Pentecost,  but  I got  a vision 
of  Him  there  that  I never  had  before.  I am  so  glad  I 
received  the  Holy  Ghost  for  He  has  revealed  Jesus  to  me 
in  a most  wonderful  and  glorious  sense.  Hallelujah  to  His 
name! 

Now  you  see  there  are  three  things  relative  to  the  abid- 
ing Comforter:  first,  He  comes  in  as  abiding  Comforter; 
second,  as  abiding  Teacher;  and  third,  as  abiding  Guide. 
The  real  Pentecostal  gift  of  the  Spirit  is  the  Holy  Ghost 
as  abiding  Comforter,  abiding  Teacher  and  abiding  Guide, 
guiding  us  into  all  truth.  Bless  God  forever! 

We  will  take  up  a reference  or  two  on  that  point.  1 Cor. 
2:9,  10,  14.  There  are  some  things  there  we  ought  to  have 
cleared  up.  I want  to  take  the  14th  verse  first.  Now  listen 
while  I read  it,  beloved.  “But  the  natural  man  receiveth 
not  the  things  of  the  Spirit  of  God:  for  they  are  foolishness 
unto  him:  neither  can  he  know  them,  because  they  are 
spiritually  discerned.” 

Now  the  9th  and  10th  verses,  “Eye  hath  not  seen,  nor 
ear  heard,  neither  have  entered  into  the  heart  of  man,  the 
things  which  God  hath  prepared  for  them  that  love  him.” 
Wonderful!  But  nine-tenths  of  the  preachers  put  that 
clear  off  into  Heaven.  I have  heard  it  quoted  and  applied 
to  Heaven  again  and  again,  but  that  is  wrong.  You  see 
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they  stop  there  and  do  not  go  on.  “Things  which  God 
hath  prepared  for  them.  . . But  God  hath”  (See?  “hath”) 
“revealed  them  unto  us  by  his  Spirit”  which  He  has  given 
unto  us.  He  “hath  revealed”  them  to  us,  even  these  won- 
derful things  that  “eye  hath  not  seen,  nor  ear  heard,  neith- 
er have  entered  into  the  heart  of  man;”  God  has  revealed 
them  unto  us  by  the  blessed  Holy  Ghost,  and  we  know 
them.  Hallelujah!  That  is  a wonderful  revelation  or 
knowledge  of  Divine  things  given  to  the  believer  by  the 
Holy  Spirit;  wonderful  revelation  indeed. 

And  there  is  another  text  (I  do  not  have  it  down  and  I 
cannot  tell  you  where  you  will  find  it,  but  it  is  in  the 
Book).  Paul  prays  for  the  Christians  that  they  might  be 
FILLED  WITH  THE  KNOWLEDGE  OF  HIS  WILL, 
in  ALL  WISDOM  and  SPIRITUAL  UNDERSTAND- 
ING. Now  that  is  a wonderful  revelation;  that  is  marvel- 
ous Divine  wisdom;  marvelous. 

Again,  James  says,  “If  any  of  you  lack  wisdom,  let 
him  ask  of  God,  that  giveth  to  all  men  liberally,  and  up- 
braideth  not.  . .but  let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing  wavering.” 
See?  There  is  wisdom. 

One  more  text  on  this  point,  first  Epistle  of  John,  2:20, 
27.  The  20th  verse  reads,  “But  ye  have  an  anointing” 
(A.  R.  V.)  “from  the  Holy  One,  and  ye  know  all  things.” 
Is  that  not  wonderful?  Now  that  is  the  Pentecostal  anoint- 
ing of  the  Spirit  of  which  John  speaks;  there  is  no  mis- 
take about  it.  Brother,  such  wisdom  that  John  could  say, 
“Ye  know  all  THINGS.”  What  more?  “But  the  anoint- 
ing which  ye  have  received  of  him  abideth  in  you,  and  ye 
need  not  that  any  man  teach  you.”  That  is  the  Pentecostal 
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abiding  gift  of  the  Spirit — “abideth  in  you”  and  “teacheth 
you  all  things.”  Glory  to  God! 

Pardon  me  for  giving  my  own  experience  (if  I need  to 
be  pardoned).  Some  people  think  I give  my  own  experi- 
ence too  much,  but  I thank  God  He  has  given  me  one  to 
give.  Paul  said  that  the  Lord  sent  him  to  preach  and 
testify.  This  illustrates  the  point:  When  I was  sanctified 
that  day  in  the  woods  and  received  the  Holy  Ghost  as  my 
abiding  Comforter,  Teacher  and  Guide,  after  I simmered 
down — and  it  was  some  time  before  I got  simmered  down 
— I took  the  Bible  and  turned  to  my  Bible  lesson.  I was 
reading  the  Bible  through  in  course.  I opened  the  Bible 
and  began  to  read.  I had  not  read  more  than  two  or  three 
verses  until,  with  astonishment,  I dropped  my  Bible  on 
my  lap  and  said,  “This  is  wonderful!  I thought  I could 
see  spiritual  truth  before  pretty  clearly,  but  there  must  have 
been  a veil  over  my  eyes  before  and  the  Holy  Ghost  has 
now  ripped  it  off.”  I praised  God  wrhile  the  tears  were 
running  down  my  cheeks.  I praised  Him  for  the  wonder- 
ful light  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  I took  my  Bible  up  the 
second  time  and  had  not  read  more  than  a dozen  verses 
when  I dropped  it  again  and  said,  “This  is  wonderful! 
Hallelujah  for  the  abiding  Comforter  and  Teacher!  Glory! 
0 blessed  Holy  Spirit,  Thou  art  my  Teacher  henceforth 
and  for  evermore.  Amen!”  Now  He  had  turned  His 
light  into  my  mind  and  He  had  turned  it  on  the  page  too. 
Glory  to  God!  And  as  my  abiding  Teacher  He  has  been 
leading  me  ever  since  to  higher  heights  in  Divine  wisdom 
and  spiritual  things.  Glory  to  His  blessed  name  forever! 
If  I am  able  to  explain  the  Word  of  God  in  any  way  plain 
to  you,  beloved,  I do  want  you  to  give  the  Holy  Ghost 
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the  credit  for  it.  It  is  all  due  to  Him.  Praise  His  holy 
name! 

(4)  Enduing  the  believer  with  holy  boldness,  courage 
and  liberty . 

Now  these  references  (on  the  chart)  you  can  get,  be- 
loved; we  will  not  take  time  to  read  them.  You  know  how 
Peter  before  the  day  of  Pentecost  let  one  little  maid  fright- 
en him ; he  thought  he  was  brave  but  one  little  maid 
frightened  him.  But,  say,  a million  maids  could  not  fright- 
en him  on  the  day  of  Pentecost — he  had  gotten  boldness, 
holy  boldness. 

In  the  4th  chapter  of  Acts,  when  Peter  and  John  were 
brought  before  the  Jewish  council  and  permitted  to  make 
their  own  defense,  we  read  that  Peter,  “filled  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,  said  unto  them,”  etc.  He  just  talked  with 
such  liberty  and  boldness  to  the  judge  and  the  whole  coun- 
cil that  they  marveled  at  the  boldness  of  Peter  and  John 
and  “took  knowledge  of  them,  that  they  had  been  with 
Jesus.”  And  then  when  they  were  let  go  from  the  coun- 
cil they  went  to  the  church,  and  the  whole  church  fell  on 
their  knees  and  began  to  pray  that  God  would  help  them 
speak  the  Word  with  holy  boldness  and  back  it  up  with 
signs  and  wonders.  “And  when  they  had  prayed,  the  place 
was  shaken  where  they  were  assembled  together;  and  they 
were  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  they  spake  the 
word  of  God  with  BOLDNESS.” 

Now  this  is  a HOLY  boldness;  it  is  born  of  the  Spirit. 
It  is  not  that  native  brass  some  people  have.  Some  people 
have  enough  native  brass  to  make  two  or  three  brass  kettles. 
That  native  brass  is  repellent  to  an  intelligent  mind.  They 
had  holy  boldness,  beautifully  tempered  with  humility  and

meekness.  This  holy  boldness  emancipates  from  fear  and 
gives  blessed  liberty.  It  will  inspire  us  to  speak  forth  the 
whole  counsel  of  God,  regardless  of  the  opposition  of  man 
or  the  devil;  and  we  will  feel  like  David  did  when  he  said, 
“For  by  thee  I have  run  through  a troop”  (whipped  a whole 
troop  or  regiment  himself);  “and  by  my  God  have  I 
leaped  over  a wall”  (scaled  the  wall  and  taken  the  city). 
You  will  now  stand  firmly  for  God  and  Bible  truth,  but 
you  will  do  it  in  humility  and  meekness,  there  will  be  no 
boasting  about  it.  It  is  more  than  human  courage;  it  is 
Divine  courage  born  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  it  gives  LIB- 
ERTY. Paul  said,  “Where  the  SPIRIT  of  the  LORD  is, 
there  is  LIBERTY.”  Praise  God!  It  gives  us  liberty  IN 
PRAYER.  Say,  if  you  are  bound  up  in  prayer  get  the 
fullness  of  the  Spirit  and  then  you  can  pray;  I assure  you 
you  can  pray  like  a house  on  fire  and  the  only  trouble  will 
be  for  you  to  stop.  And,  say,  you  can  TESTIFY  like  a 
house  on  fire,  too;  there  will  be  no  trouble.  You  can  just  get 
to  your  feet  and  open  your  mouth  and  the  testimony  will 
roll  out.  Your  only  difficulty  will  be  to  stop  so  the  other  fel- 
low will  have  a chance.  And  the  preacher  filled  with  the 
Holy  Ghost  can  preach  like  a house  on  fire,  too;  he  will 
not  have  a hard  time  to  preach.  Oh,  hallelujah!  it  will 
roll  out  and  roll  out,  and  his  only  trouble  will  be  to  find 
a stopping  point,  to  put  on  the  brakes.  Oh,  bless  God 
forever!  Amen!  You  have  liberty  also  in  personal  work 
with  sinners.  They  are  not  going  to  tie  you  up  now;  you 
can  talk  with  the  worst  of  them  now  with  liberty,  and 
love,  too — the  love  of  God.  Praise  God  forever! 

What  a wonderful  enduement  the  sanctifying  fullness 
of  the  abiding  Comforter  gives!  Praise  God!  Amen! 
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SERMON  IV. 

III.  IT  IS  THE  INCOMING  OF  THE  ABIDING 
COMFORTER  INTO  THE  CONSCIOUSNESS  OF  THE 
BELIEVER. 

Now  I confess  that  I got  that  third  division  from  Doctor 
Binney,  in  his  theology.  Speaking  of  the  Pentecostal  gift 
of  the  Spirit  he  has  said  that  “it  is  the  incoming  of  the 
abiding  Comforter  into  the  consciousness  of  the  believer, 
bringing  His  own  light.”  Then  he  adds,  “You  do  not  need 
a lantern  to  see  the  sun  rise.  You  see  it  by  its  own  light. 
When  the  sun  rises  it  sheds  forth  a light  and  the  brilliancy 
reveals  the  sun  itself;  and  just  so  when  the  Holy  Spirit 
comes  in  as  abiding  Comforter  into  the  consciousness  of 
the  believer,  He  comes  in  with  His  own  light  and  we,  so  to 
speak,  behold  Him  with  His  own  light.”  In  other  words, 
we  know  when  He  comes  in  as  abiding  Comforter. 
Praise  God  forever! 

I want  to  read  to  you  as  a starting  text  a few  verses 
from  our  Lord’s  Gospel  according  to  St.  John.  John  14: 
16,  17  first,  “And  I will  pray  the  Father,  and  he  shall  give 
you  another  Comforter,  that  he  may  abide  with  you  for- 
ever; even  the  Spirit  of  truth;  whom  the  world  cannot  re- 
ceive, because  it  seeth  him  not,  neither  knoweth  him;  but 
ye  know  him;  for  he  dwelleth  with  you,  and  shall  be  in 
you.”  John  16:13,  14,  “Howbeit  when  he,  the  Spirit  of 
truth,  is  come,  he  will  guide  you  into  all  truth:  for  he 
shall  not  speak  of  himself;  but  whatsoever  he  shall  hear, 
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that  shall  he  speak:  and  he  will  shew  you  things  to  come. 
He  shall  glorify  me:  for  he  shall  receive  of  mine,  and  shall 
shew  it  unto  you.” 

Now  in  discoursing  from  the  text,  and  on  the  subject 
before  us,  I want  to  call  your  attention,  first  of  all,  to  the 
PERSONALITY  of  the  HOLY  SPIRIT;  and  then,  second- 
ly, to  HIS  PERSONAL  INCOMING  AS  ABIDING 
COMFORTER,  TEACHER  and  GUIDE  into  the  very 
consciousness  of  the  believer. 

(1)  We  will  consider  briefly  the  PERSONALITY  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  Now  you  will  notice  that  Jesus  always 
spoke  of  the  Holy  Spirit  as  a person;  never  as  a mere 
influence  or  power,  but  always  as  a person.  Jesus  always 
used  the  personal  pronouns  in  speaking  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
Notice  how  He  uses  them,  freely  too.  He  said,  “I  will  pray 
the  Father,  and  he  shall  give  you  another  Comforter,  that 
HE”  (not  “it”  “HE,”  the  personal  pronoun  “HE”)— “that 
HE  may  abide  with  you  for  ever;  even  the  Spirit  of  truth, 
WHOM”  (see  that  personal  pronoun  again,  “WHOM”,  not 
“it”  but  “WHOM”.  I want  you  to  catch  this  fact,  be- 
loved, that  Jesus  always  spoke  of  the  Holy  Spirit  as  a 
person) — “WHOM  the  world  cannot  receive,  because  it 
seeth  HIM  not,”  (there  you  have  it  again,  personal  pro- 
noun “HIM”) — “seeth  HIM  not,  neither  knoweth  HIM; 
but  ye  know  HIM;  for  HE”  (there  is  the  personal  pro- 
noun “HE”) — “HE  dwelleth  with  you” — and  with  refer- 
ence to  Pentecost  He  said,  “and  shall  be  IN  YOU.”  Note 
how  freely  Jesus  has  used  the  personal  pronouns  in  speak- 
ing of  the  Holy  Spirit;  thus  He  has  settled  forever  the 
PERSONALITY  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
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So  many  think  of  the  Holy  Spirit  as  a mere  power  or  in- 
fluence or  as  the  eminence  of  God.  It  is  a mistake,  be- 
loved. He  is  a real  person;  He  is  referred  to  as  accomplish- 
ing things  or  doing  work  that  only  a person  can  possibly 
do.  Now  notice,  He  is  to  COMFORT  us,  become  our 
abiding  Comforter  in  all  the  trials,  difficulties  and  sorrows 
of  life.  A mere  power  or  influence  could  not  do  that.  It 
takes  an  infinitely  wise  person  to  comfort  us  in  all  the 
difficulties  and  trials  and  sorrows  and  bereavements  of  life. 
He  must  understand  infinitely  well  all  about  us,  all  about 
our  trials  and  all  about  our  difficulties  and  sorrows  and 
bereavements  in  order  to  meet  us  and  comfort  us.  If  He 
were  not  an  infinitely  wise  person  He  never  could  do  it; 
He  never  could  comprehend  our  various  trials,  difficulties, 
sadness,  sorrow  and  bereavement,  and  therefore  could  not 
comfort  us. 

Then  again,  “He  shall  TEACH  you  ALL  THINGS.” 
Now  we  all  know  that  a mere  power  or  influence  or  emi- 
nence of  God  could  never  teach,  much  less  teach  us  ALL 
SPIRITUAL  THINGS.  It  takes  an  infinitely  wise  person 
to  teach  us  all  the  spiritual  truth  and  the  spiritual  things 
of  God. 

And  then  He  is  to  GUIDE  us  into  ALL  TRUTH.  No 
mere  influence  or  power  could  guide  us  into  ALL  truth.  It 
is  nonsense  to  think  of  it,  beloved.  It  takes  an  infinitely 
wise  person  to  guide  us  into  ALL  truth.  I am  glad  that 
He  is  an  infinitely  wise  person,  the  third  Person  in  the 
adorable  Trinity.  Bless  God  forever! 

The  Holy  Spirit  is  VERY  GOD  in  inseparable  unity 
with  the  Father  and  with  the  Son.  Peter  calls  Him  “God.” 
When  Ananias  lied  to  Peter  and  the  apostles  about  the 
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land  that  he  sold  and  the  price  of  it,  Peter  said,  “Why 
has  Satan  filled  thine  heart  to  lie  TO  THE  HOLY 
GHOST? ” Then  he  added,  “Thou  hast  not  lied  unto 
men  but  UNTO  GOD.”  See?  He  calls  the  Holy  Ghost 
“God.”  The  Holy  Ghost  IS  God,  I repeat,  in  inseparable 
unity  with  the  Father  and  the  Son. 

(2)  I will  call  your  attention  now  to  the  personal  in- 
coming of  the  Holy  Spirit  as  ABIDING  COMFORTER  in- 
to the  consciousness  of  the  believer.  You  notice  here,  too, 
in  the  words  of  Jesus  that  He  refers  to  the  fact  that  the 
Holy  Ghost  comes  in  in  His  PERSONAL  PRESENCE  as 
ABIDING  COMFORTER  into  the  consciousness  of  the 
believer  in  the  Pentecostal  gift  of  the  Spirit.  “I  will  pray 
the  Father,  and  he  shall  give  you  another  Comforter,”  and 
so  on,  and  HE  “shall  be  IN  YOU”— He,  HIMSELF,  the 
personal  Holy  Ghost,  the  third  Person  of  the  Trinity,  will 
come  INTO  you,  and  dwell  IN  you.  That  is  infinitely 
more  than  a blessing,  and  infinitely  more  than  a work  of 
grace  accomplished  in  us.  We  have  the  real  personal  pres- 
ence now  of  the  Holy  Ghost  right  in  the  consciousness  of 
our  souls,  as  abiding  Comforter,  and  as  abiding  Teacher, 
and  as  abiding  Guide. 

0 friends,  it  is  a blessed  thing  to  have  the  blessings  of 
the  Spirit;  it  is  a blessed  thing  to  have  Him  accomplish 
the  mighty  work  of  regeneration  and  entire  sanctification 
in  our  hearts,  but  it  is  infinitely  more  to  have  Him,  Him- 
self, the  blessed  personal  Holy  Ghost,  come  into  the  con- 
sciousness of  our  souls  and  abide  there  as  Comforter, 
Teacher  and  Guide.  Praise  God  forever! 

1 want  to  say  that  Jesus  has  drawn  carefully  and  clear- 
ly the  distinction  between  the  experience  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
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in  the  justified  and  regenerate  state,  and  the  experience 
of  His  presence  and  power  in  the  Pentecostal,  or  sanctified, 
state.  I want  you  to  catch  the  distinction  that  Jesus  has 
made.  I want  you  to  have  it  fixed  clearly  in  your  minds, 
beloved. 

Now  notice  what  He  says:  “I  will  pray  the  Father, 

and  he  shall  give  you  another  Comforter;  that  he  may 
abide  with  you  forever;  even  the  Spirit  of  truth;  whom  the 
world  cannot  receive.  . . The  world,  the  unregenerate 
world,  cannot  receive  the  Holy  Ghost  as  abiding  Comforter, 
Teacher  and  Guide.  Now  Jesus  tells  why,  “Because  it 
seeth  him  not,  neither  knoweth  him.”  Do  you  know  that 
we  must  know  the  Holy  Spirit,  must  become  acquainted 
with  Him,  before  we  can  ever  receive  Him  as  abiding  Com- 
forter into  the  consciousness  of  our  souls?  The  unregen- 
erate world  cannot  receive  Him  “because  it  seeth  him  not, 
neither  knoweth  him.”  We  must  see  Him  (perceive  Him). 
We  must  know  Him  experimentally  by  His  regenerating 
work  and  witness  in  our  hearts  before  we  are  ever  qualified 
to  receive  Him  as  abiding  Comforter.  So  He  declared 
the  world  cannot  receive  Him  as  abiding  Comforter, 
Teacher  and  Guide  “because  it  seeth  him  not,  neither 
knoweth  him.”  But  now,  turning  to  His  disciples,  Jesus 
said,  “But  ye  KNOW  HIM;  for  he  DWELLETH  WITH 
YOU.”  “You  are  not  like  the  unregenerate  world  that  does 
not  know  Him,  has  no  experimental  knowledge  of  Him 
whatever;  you  know  Him,  you  have  experimental  knowl- 
edge of  Him,  and  He  is  dwelling  with  you  now, 
this  very  Comforter  whom  the  Father  will  give  you.  You 
know  Him  already,  He  is  dwelling  with  you  already.” 
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Now  you  see  that  is  the  justified  and  regenerate  state. 
In  the  justified  and  regenerate  state  we  know  the  blessed 
Holy  Spirit;  we  have  His  witness  and  He  is  dwelling  with 
us.  When  we  are  born  of  the  Spirit,  or  regenerated  by 
Him,  and  He  witnesses  to  the  fact  of  our  Divine  sonship, 
then  we  have  become  acquainted,  more  or  less,  with  the 
blessed  Holy  Spirit.  We  know  Him;  we  have  His  witness 
within,  and  He  is  pouring  the  peace  and  joy  and  love  of 
God  into  our  hearts.  He  dwells  WITH  US,  and  walks  be- 
side us  continually  as  long  as  we  walk  with  Him  in  the 
light  of  God.  Praise  God  forever!  Oh,  it  is  blessed,  is  it 
not,  to  be  born  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  have  His  blessed  wit- 
ness in  our  hearts  and  to  have  Him  pour  the  peace  and  joy 
and  love  of  God  into  our  hearts  until  sometimes  we  shout 
“Glory!”  Yes,  and  then  walk  in  fellowship  with  Him 
continually.  Praise  God ! 

I became  acquainted  thus  with  the  Holy  Ghost  when  He 
regenerated  me.  I will  never  forget  it.  Oh,  say,  I knew 
I was  a child  of  God,  and  I knew  the  blessed  Holy  Spirit  by 
His  inward  witness,  and  peace  and  joy.  Twelve  and  one- 
half  years  I walked  thus  in  the  peace,  joy  and  fellowship  of 
the  Spirit.  It  was  blessed! 

Now  that  is  the  experience  of  the  Holy  Ghost  in  the 
justified  and  regenerate  state. 

But  notice  Jesus  then  pointed  to  Pentecost  and  said, 
“And  SHALL  BE  IN  YOU.”  See  the  verb  changes  from 
the  present  tense  to  the  future  tense — “Ye  KNOW  him” 
(present  tense)  “for  he  dwelieth  with  you”  (present 
tense).  But  now  the  verb  is  changed  by  Jesus  to  the 
FUTURE  tense— “and  SHALL  BE  IN  YOU.”

THE  PENTECOSTAL  BAPTISM, 


The  Holy  Ghost  regenerating  you  and  witnessing  to  your 
salvation  and  walking  by  your  side  and  giving  you  peace 
and  joy  is  one  thing;  but  to  go  up  to  your  personal  Pente- 
cost, so  to  speak,  and  throw  wide  open  the  door  of  your 
whole  being  to  the  Holy  Ghost  and  welcome  Him  within 
as  abiding  Comforter,  Teacher  and  Guide,  and  then  just 
receive  Him  by  faith  (for  that  is  the  only  way  we  can  re- 
ceive Him),  and  have  Him  sanctify  and  endue  you  with 
His  fullness,  and  become  your  abiding  Comforter  in  the 
consciousness  of  your  soul — that  is  another  thing. 

Have  you  got  the  “other  thing?”  I trust  you  have  the 
first,  and  I hope  you  really  have  the  second;  that  there 
came  a time,  after  you  were  saved  and  became  acquainted 
with  the  Holy  Ghost,  when  you  saw  that  it  was  your  priv- 
ilege, through  the  merits  of  the  atoning  blood  of  Jesus 
Christ,  to  receive  the  Holy  Ghost  into  the  consciousness  of 
your  soul  in  His  sanctifying  and  enduing  fullness  and  as 
abiding  Comforter,  and  that  you  then  received  Him.  If 
you  did,  you  have  infinitely  more  than  a blessing — you 
have  Him,  the  blessed  abiding  Comforter,  in  your  heart. 
Glory  be  to  God! 

Many  years  ago  I heard  the  great  Bishop  Dubbs  speak 
on  this  point  and  give  an  illustration  of  it.  You  know  there 
are  some  theologians  and  preachers  who  tell  us  there  is  no 
difference  between  sanctification  and  holiness,  and  they  use 
the  two  words  interchangeably.  But  there  is  a decided  dis- 
tinction between  the  two.  Entire  sanctification  is  a mighty 
work  of  grace  accomplished  by  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  heart 
of  the  believer.  It  is  a WORK  of  grace;  but  holiness  is  a 
STATE  of  grace.  Have  you  got  that  now?  Entire  sancti- 
fication is  a WORK  OF  GRACE,  and  holiness  is  a STATE 
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OF  GRACE;  but  the  one  brings  us  into  the  other — entire 
sanctification  brings  us  over  into  the  state  of  holiness.  The 
one  is  the  gateway  into  the  other. 

Now  I want  to  give  you  the  illustration  which  the  great 
Bishop  gave  on  this  point.  For  instance,  we  say,  here  are 
two  lovers,  a young  man  and  a young  lady.  They  love  each 
other  dearly,  yea,  better  than  their  own  lives.  I am  glad 
there  is  such  a thing  as  true  love  in  the  world,  and  it  is  the 
most  heavenly  thing  that  is  left  to  man  since  the  fall — 
genuine  love.  These  are  true  lovers,  and  they  love  each 
other  with  a pure  love  and  with  all  their  hearts.  Now  that 
young  man  pays  love  visits  to  that  young  lady,  and  how 
they  both  delight  in  those  love  visits,  and  how  they  wish 
they  were  more  frequent.  When  they  are  absent  from 
each  other  they  are  longing,  deep  down  in  their  hearts,  for 
fellowship  with  each  other,  and  can  hardly  wait  until  the 
evening  comes  when  they  will  fellowship  together  once 
more.  Well,  that  is  good,  is  it  not?  But  now  the  time 
comes  when  they  want  to  enter  into  the  marriage  state,  the 
married  life.  There  is  only  one  way  that  they  can  enter 
into  it  and  that  is  through  the  experience  of  marriage. 
Now  they  both  step  out  at  last  before  the  officiating 
preacher  and  he  pronounces  the  marriage  ceremony,  and 
they  go  through  the  experience  of  marriage.  I have  put 
hundreds  of  couples  through  it,  and  many  have  broken 
down  and  wept  and  I never  blamed  them,  for  one  of  the 
most  serious  things  that  we  can  do  is  to  take  a partner  for 
life.  So  marriage  is  quite  an  experience.  The  marriage 
ceremony  having  ended,  the  preacher  having  pronounced 
the  benediction,  they  are  now  husband  and  wife.  They 
have  gone  through  you  see,  the  experience  of  marriage. 
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Going  through  that  they  were  landed  over  in  the  marriage 
state,  but  they  had  to  go  through  the  experience  of  marriage 
to  get  over  into  the  marriage  state. 

Entire  sanctification  is  an  EXPERIENCE,  a wonderful 
experience,  of  the  sanctifying  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
through  the  blood,  and  it  lands  us  over  in  the  state  of  holi- 
ness, or  perfect  love,  or  Christian  perfection.  Now  mark 
you,  holiness,  perfect  love,  and  Christian  perfection  are  the 
same,  but  sanctification  is  not.  Sanctification  is  the  work 
of  grace  that  brings  us  into  the  state  of  holiness,  or  perfect 
love,  or  Christian  perfection. 

But  now  that  young  lady,  when  she  landed  over  in  the 
marriage  state,  had  more  than  an  experience  of  marriage. 
She  landed  over  there  with  a real  living  PERSON  by  her 
side.  She  got  a person,  a man,  when  she  went  through  that 
experience.  (We  hope  she  did,  at  least.  There  are  many 
things  in  the  world  going  around  with  trousers  on  that  come 
short  of  being  men.)  This  woman  got  a real  man,  a real 
living  person.  See  it?  And  I want  to  tell  you  that  he  got 
more  than  the  experience  of  marriage  too;  he  landed  over 
in  the  marriage  state  with  a real  person  by  his  side,  a 
woman,  a real  personality,  a blessed  partner  for  life.  See 
it?  Got  an  experience  and  got  a person  too.  That  is  clear, 
is  it  not? 

Just  so,  when  you  are  sanctified  wholly  by  the  Holy 
Ghost,  through  the  virtue  of  the  blood,  you  not  only  land 
over  in  the  state  of  holiness  with  an  experience,  but  you 
land  over  there  with  the  blessed  personal  Holy  Ghost  in 
the  very  consciousness  of  your  soul.  Hallelujah!  We  get 
married  to  the  Holy  Ghost,  so  to  speak,  when  we  are  sancti- 
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fled  wholly.  We  get  Him  as  abiding  Comforter  in  the 
consciousness  of  our  souls. 

See  that  young  man,  after  the  marriage  ceremony  has 
been  pronounced,  take  that  young  lady  (who  is  now  his 
wife)  and  lead  her  off  to  the  mansion  or  the  cottage  (it  is 
not  the  house  or  the  furniture  that  makes  home;  it  is 
genuine  love,  and  these  two  have  it,  you  know)  which  he 
has  prepared  as  a home  for  them.  They  enter  in  and  sit 
down  together  and  live  in  the  same  home  together,  to  assist 
and  to  comfort  each  other  the  balance  of  their  lives. 

Just  so,  when  we  pass  through  the  experience  of  entire 
sanctification,  it  not  only  lands  us  over  in  the  state  of  holi- 
ness but  it  lands  us  over  there  with  the  blessed  PERSONAL 
HOLY  GHOST  in  the  very  consciousness  of  our  souls.  He 
has  come  in  now  and  has  taken  up  His  position  in  the  con- 
sciousness of  our  souls  as  abiding  Comforter.  So  we  re- 
ceived infinitely  more  than  the  blessing  of  entire  sancti- 
fication, or  heart  purity,  or  power — we  received  the  blessed 
Holy  Ghost  Himself.  Glory  to  God! 

He  comforted  us  before  when  He  was  with  us  in  the 
regenerate  state,  and  we  had  His  witness  and  peace  and 
joy  and  love  in  quite  a measure,  but  the  witness  of  the 
Spirit  then  was  more  or  less  intermittent — we  were  con- 
scious one  day  of  His  presence,  of  His  peace  and  joy,  but 
the  next  day  perhaps  we  had  very  little  of  His  witness  and 
we  had  scarcely  any  consciousness  of  His  presence,  and  we 
mourned  for  Him,  perhaps,  as  for  an  absent  lover.  Yes, 
just  so  it  is  in  the  justified  and  regenerate  state. 

But,  hallelujah,  now  He  has  become  the  ABIDING 
Comforter  in  the  very  consciousness  of  our  souls.  Now  we 
have  the  full  witness  of  the  Spirit.  Paul  speaks  of  it  in 
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Hebrews.  He  says,  “Let  us  draw  near  with  a true  heart  in 
FULL  ASSURANCE  of  faith.”  When  the  Holy  Ghost 
comes  in  thus  and  takes  up  His  position  as  abiding  Com- 
forter, Teacher  and  Guide  in  the  consciousness  of  our  souls 
we  have  the  full  assurance  of  faith,  the  full  witness  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  which  is  absolutely  necessary  to  SETTLED 
and  ABIDING  peace  and  comfort.  Just  as  long  as  there 
is  any  doubt  in  our  hearts  as  to  our  standing  with  God 
there  can  be  no  settled  and  abiding  peace  and  comfort 
in  our  hearts.  Beloved,  this  full  assurance  of  faith  and 
witness  of  the  Spirit  shine  like  the  sun  in  its  noonday 
splendor,  and  we  doubt  no  more  that  we  are  a child  of 
God,  and  we  doubt  no  more  that  we  have  been  sanctified 
wholly.  Our  standing  with  God  in  Christ  is  now  a glorious 
certainty.  Hallelujah!  Amen! 

To  this  Paul  refers  in  Hebrews.  He  says,  “For  by  one 
offering”  (the  sin  offering  of  Christ  on  the  cross)  “he  hath 
perfected  for  ever  them  that  are  sanctified;  WHEREOF 
the  HOLY  GHOST  also  is  a WITNESS  TO  US.”  See? 
He  witnesses  definitely  to  entire  sanctification,  and  it  is  a 
FULL  witness  or  assurance.  Hallelujah!  It  is  not  only 
full,  but  an  ABIDING  witness,  or  assurance,  and  that 
means  ABIDING  COMFORT.  Glory  be  to  God  forever! 
AMEN. 

You  read  in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  where  the  apostles 
and  disciples  were  going  through  awful  persecution  and 
suffering  from  both  Jews  and  Gentiles,  that  they  WALKED 
in  the  comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Now,  mark  you,  they 
not  only  had  His  comfort  occasionally,  but  WALKED  in 
it,  moment  in  and  moment  out,  hour  in  and  hour  out,  day 
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in  and  day  out.  It  was  ABIDING  COMFORT.  Hallelu- 
jah. 

And  He  is  our  abiding  Teacher,  too,  now,  and  abiding 
Guide.  Jesus  said  when  He  comes  (into  you  like  that)  “He 
will  teach  you  all  things,”  “He  will  guide  you  into  all 
truth.”  He  taught  us  before  but  it  was  more  or  less  up 
and  down,  off  and  on,  but  now  it  is  abiding,  for  He  is  now 
our  abiding  Teacher  and  Guide.  We  now  have  a settled 
experience  of  the  Holy  Spirit  as  abiding  Comforter, 
Teacher  and  Guide.  Glory  be  to  God  forever!  Amen! 
Is  it  not  wonderful  that  the  blessed  Holy  Ghost,  the  third 
Person  in  the  Holy  Trinity,  will  come  right  into  the  be- 
liever like  that,  sanctify  him  wholly  and  endue  him  won- 
derfully, and  dwell  in  the  very  consciousness  of  his  soul  as 
abiding  Comforter,  Teacher  and  Guide?  Glory  to  God  for 
the  PERSONAL  ABIDING  COMFORTER. 

You  know  it  means  something  to  be  sanctified  wholly 
like  that  and  to  have  the  blessed  Holy  Ghost  come  in  and  be- 
come all  that  to  us.  There  are  thousands  in  the  world  to- 
day who  are  professing  sanctification  or  holiness  without 
the  abiding  Comforter;  they  know  absolutely  nothing  about 
it.  With  all  my  heart  I pity  them.  I have  heard  many 
people,  who  had  been  professing  holiness  for  years,  say  that 
their  so-called  experience  of  holiness  did  not  measure  up 
at  all  to  the  Bible  standard,  and  they  came  to  the  altar 
and  stayed  there  until  they  did  receive  the  Holy  Ghost 
in  His  sanctifying  and  enduing  fullness,  and  as  abiding 
Comforter.  Many  of  them  shouted  the  praise  of  God  and 
said,  “Now  I have  real  Bible  holiness  and  the  clear  witness 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  it.  Glory!  Glory!” 
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I remember  in  one  place,  where  I was  holding  a meeting  in 
a holiness  church,  when  I turned  this  Bible  truth  of  holiness 
on  the  saints  one  of  the  leading  members  of  the  church  (an 
aged  man  at  that  time)  who  had  been  professing  holiness  for 
many  years,  after  listening  for  a while  to  this  Bible  course 
on  the  real  experience  of  Bible  holiness,  got  up  one  evening 
and  said,  “Brethren,  I have  been  professing  holiness  for 
years,  as  you  all  know,  and  I have  been  one  of  the  leaders 
of  this  church,  but  I see  as  clear  as  can  be  that  I have  not 
the  Bible  experience  of  holiness.  Brother  Brickley  has 
given  us  the  Word  of  God,  and  nothing  but  the  Word  of 
God  on  the  subject,  and  I see  clearly  that  I have  not  got 
it.  I am  going  to  that  altar  and  no  man  on  the  face  of 
God’s  earth  will  ever  talk  me  into  professing  holiness  again, 
I will  stay  there  until  I pray  through  to  real  Bible  holiness 
and  the  witness  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  it.”  Evening  after 
evening,  for  pretty  nearly  two  weeks,  that  man  was  at  the 
altar,  but  one  evening  he  made  the  absolute  consecration 
and  trusted  the  Holy  Ghost  with  full  heart  faith  to  come  in 
and  sanctify  him  through  and  through,  and  become  his 
abiding  Comforter,  Teacher  and  Guide,  and  that  instant 
the  Holy  Ghost  came  in.  I tell  you  we  could  see  that 
something  had  happened  to  that  man.  How  he  praised  the 
Lord!  “Oh,  hallelujah!”  he  said,  “I’ve  got  the  real  thing 
and  I’ve  got  the  clear  witness  of  the  Holy  Ghost  within. 
I never,  never,  can  doubt  it.  I doubted  it  before,  because 
I didn’t  have  it  nor  the  witness  of  the  Spirit.  Now  I’ve 
got  the  witness  of  the  Spirit  and  I never  can  doubt  it 
again.”  Others  of  the  members  came  out  to  the  altar  and 
the  preacher  got  scared — his  best  holiness  members  came 
to  the  altar  to  get  the  Bible  experience — and  he  got  up 
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and  said,  “Now,  brethren  and  sisters,  be  sure  about  this 
thing;  be  careful,  be  careful  that  you  don’t  go  back  on 
your  faith;  don’t  throw  away  your  confidence.”  But  he 
could  not  keep  them  from  the  altar;  they  came  and  they 
prayed  through  and  got  a real,  definite  Bible  experience  of 
holiness.  Hallelujah ! 

Now  the  question  is,  Have  we  got  the  real,  genuine 
thing? 

You  people  are  intelligent;  you  have  seen  that  I have 
given  you  nothing  but  the  pure  Word  of  God.  Does  your 
experience  of  holiness  measure  up?  Does  it? 

Doctor  Carradine  preached  a definite  sermon  like  this 
down  in  Baltimore  years  ago,  and  when  he  got  through  he 
said,  “Every  one  of  you  who  has  the  Bible  experience  get 
to  your  feet,  but  those  who  don’t  have  the  Bible  experience 
as  I have  explained  it  to  you,  don’t  lie  about  it  but  sit 
still.”  And,  say,  people  who  had  been  professing  holiness 
for  years  sat  still  in  their  seats!  I sat  there  that  night  and 
listened  to  his  sermon  throughout,  and  when  he  made  a 
Bible  point,  one  after  another,  I said,  “Glory!  I’ve  got  it, 
I’ve  got  it!”  Next  one,  “Glory!  I’ve  got  it!  Hallelujah, 
Father.  Thou  hast  given  me  the  real  Bible  experience  of 
holiness.  Praise  Thy  name  forever!”  When  he  finished 
up  at  the  last  point  I said  “Glory!”  in  my  soul  (I  didn’t 
say  it  out  loud;  didn’t  want  to  interfere  with  his  sermon) 
— I said,  “Glory  to  God!  I’ve  got  it!  I have  real  Bible 
holiness.” 

If  you  have  the  real  experience  you  have  every  point, 
but  not  every  point  will  be  equally  clear  or  emphasized 
equally.  Some  points  will  be  emphasized  more  clearly 
than  others,  but  if  you  have  the  real  experience  you  will

find  it  tallies  with  every  point  of  Bible  holiness.  I would 
advise  you,  dear  people,  not  to  profess  holiness  if  your  ex- 
perience does  not  tally  with  Bible  holiness  and  if  you  do  not 
have  the  clear  witness  of  the  Spirit  to  it. 

Lastly,  I would  urge  all  regenerate  believers,  who  do  not 
have  real  Bible  holiness,  to  seek  it  most  earnestly  until  you 
definitely  obtain  it. 

Thank  you,  dear  people,  for  giving  such  good  attention 
throughout  this  series  of  discourses.  Now  I leave  it  with 
you ; talk  with  your  God  about  it ; never  stop  until  you  get 
a real  definite  experience  of  Bible  holiness  and  the  abiding 
Comforter.  Amen! 
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
